Damasens and Egypt following the 
Arab defeat in the 1948 war. The 
Battalions’ major atrocity was the 
grenade attack on August 5, 1949, in 
which 13 Sabbath eve worshippers 
in Damascus’s synagogue were mur- 
dered and 21 injured. 

Habash’s political biographers 
and histories of the emergence of 
the PFLP, such as Walid Kazziha’s 
Revolutionary Transformation in the 
Arab World, have consistently and 
carefully omitted any mention of 
Habash’s role in the Battalions. 

The group's aims, according to 
Mudhir Wasfi, the Syrian investigat- 
ing judge, were to “save the Arab 
countries from the traitors working 
together with the foreign imperial- 
ists, who are serving their [the impe- 
tialists'] interests, and to destroy 
Zionism.”

Swinging a long metal bar, the Arab rioter 
attacked the civilian guard holding a sub-ma- 
chinegun he seemed hesitant to use.

He advanced as if the guard did not 
have a gun at all. He did not flee at the 
warning shots fired by the guard. 

Foreign television crews stood across the 
street, filming the encounter. The police were 
parked up the road, protecting traffic at the

For much of the day yesterday, some 40 or 
50 young Arab men had hurled rocks at the 
Coca Cola plant and burned garbage outside.

Woody Allen appeals to Israel in Times: 
Halt the appalling treatment of rioters —

WASHINGTON - Woody Allen, 
the American film director, writer, 
and actor yesterday appealed to Is- 
rael to halt its ““wrongheaded ap- 
proach” in trying to quell the Pales- 

tinian disturbances. 

Writing on the Op-Ed Page of 
The New York Times, Allen said 
that he had to take a stand on a 
“situation that is quite painful and 
confusing.” 

“As a supporter of Israel, and as 
one who has always been outraged 


at the horrors inflicted on this little 
nation by hostile neighbours, vile 
terrorists, and much of the world at 
large,” he wrote, “I am appalled 
beyond measure by the treatment of 
the rioting Palestinians by the Jews. 

“I noean, fellas, are you kidding? 
Beatings of people by soldiers to 
make examples of them? Breaking 
the hands of men and women so 
they can’t throw stones? Dragging 
civilians out of their houses at ranr 
dom to smash them with sticks in an 
effort to terrorize a population into 
quiet? | 


“Please understand that I have no 
sympathy for the way the Arabs 
have treated the Israelis. Indeed. 
sometimes you get the feeling you 
want to belt them -- but only certain 
ones and for very specific acts. 

“But am I reading the newspapers 
correctly? Were food and medical 
supplies withheld to make a rebel- 
lious community ‘uncomfortable’? 
Were real bullets fired at first to 
control crowds, and rubber ones 
only when the U.S. objected? Are 
we talking about state-sanctioned’ 
brutality and even torture?”

It 
marks the spot where Shahaf was 
shot in the head at point-blank 
range on October 10 while visiting 
the Moslem Quarter with his wife. 

Last week, police and security 
agents captured members of a ter- 
rorist cell who reportedly confessed 
to Shahaf’s murder and reconstract- 
ed the killing. The cell was affiliated 
with George Habash’s Democratic

He said that the explosive had 
weighed one-and-a-half kilos and 
that the noise of the blast could be 
heard 10 blocks away. There was no 
one in the building at the time. .

It 
said the delegation includes the dep- 
uty chief of Iranian military intelli- 
gence, a ranking officer of the Irani- 
an Revolutionary Guards and two

Probe commission gives: 


Waldheim advance copy 
of questions he will face 


WASHINGTON - A commission in 
Vienna probing the wartime record 
of Austrian President Kurt Wald- 
heim submitted questions to him in 
advance of. an interview scheduled 
for yesterday, a source close to the 
investigation said. 

The source said that Waldheim 
received the written questions earli- 
er this week in Vienna after asking 
to see them. 

The move drew strong criticism 
from a Justice Department official, 
who said submitting advance ques- 
tions to a subject in an investigation 
deviates from normal practice. 
“This is outrageous, farcical. If you 
give him the questions in advance, 
he can tailor-make his answers. 
What's the point of questioning him 
at all?” said the official. 

The six-member commission, 
composed of historians from the 
U.S.. Europe and Israel, was ap- 
pointed last year by the Austrian 
government to investigate allega- 
tions that Waldheim participated in 
Nazi atrocities while serving in the 
German army during World War i. 


The panel hopes to deliver its fi- 
nal report on Feb. 8. Its members 
have conducted research in libraries 
and archives. West German histori- 
an Manfred Messerschmidt said on 
Wednesday in Vienna his panel had 
not found any evidence so far that 
Waldheim was involved in Nazi war 
crimes. 

The U. S. has refused the com- 
mission’s request to hand over the 
material upon which the Justice De- 
partment based last April's decision 
to bar Waldheim from this country. 

The department expects that if 
the commission fails to cite any in- 
criminating evidence against Wald- 
heim in its final report, the Austrian 
government will renew its pressure 
on the U. S. to reveal its documen- 
tation, the U.S. official said. “The, 
commission's findings will have no 
bearing on our decision. We zemain 
firm on that matter," he said. 

The official said the U. S. had 
published a detailed-ceport based on 
the evidence it had compiled, “and 
that's al] we will reveal.” 

Meaowhile, Waldheim said in an 


interview to be published next week 
that he took part in negotiations 
which led to the deportation of 
thousands of Italian soldiers to slave 
labour camps. But he said he be- 
lieved at the time that the soldiers 
were being sent back home from 
Greece after Italy surrendered in 
1943 to the Allies. 

In the interview with internation- 
ally syndicated columnist Raanan 
Lusie, Waldheim was also asked if 
he ever killed any one in World War 
Il. He replied: “In Russia, I can’t 
remember having done it and I 
didn't.” Lurie, syndicated in 600 
newspapers in 52 countries. released 
Portions of the taped interview to 
Reuters.

Hospitals facing 
nightmare of 
multiple strikes. 


BACKGROUND/Judy Siege! 


If there is anything harder on hos- 
pitals than a strike by either doctors, 
nurses, clerks, auxiliary staff, main- 
tenance workers, anesthesiologists 
or laboratory technicians, it is a si- 
multaneous strike by all of them. 

That gloomy prognosis may turn 
into reality next week, if the various 
works committees. each with its own 
demands, carry out threats to 
plunge the public health system into 
further chaos. Each sector has gone 
on strike before, and won some 
wage gains. but never before have 
they encountered a nay-saying fi- 
nance minister like Moshe Nissim. 

The Treasury, eager to protect its 
economic achievements of 1987 
from going down the drain, has re- 
fused to give in to the hospital work- 
ers’ demands, and has even man- 
aged to hold off negotiations with 
some of them. Health Minister Sho- 
shana Arbeli-Almoslino. unable to 
drum up support for ber worker- 
oriented positions even among her 
Labour Party colleagues. doesn’t 
frighten Nissim. He argues that giv- 
ing in to the unions — even to the 


anesthesiologists who have a‘good - 


case ~ would lead to an avalanche of 
higher demands from other unions 
inside the health system and out. 

Few think that Kupat Holim Cla- 
lit will be able to overcome Nissim's 
veto-and grant its hospital doctors 
the generous overtime payments it 
promised for working a second shift 
in the afternoons and evenings. Nis- 
sim knows that if the bealth fund 
doctors get their overtime, the 2,700 
government hospital doctors will de- 
mand the same thing, at a total cost 
of some NIS 30 million. 

The doctuis at the government's 
general, psychiatric and geriatric in- 
Stitutions declared a work dispute 
six weeks ago, when they began to 
realize what the impact of a second 
shift in the Kupat Holim hospitals 
would have on them. Their best 
physicians, they said, would resign 
and be hired by the Histadrut health 
fund to perform operations and run 
clinics in the fate afternoons and 
evenings, when such facilities in the 
state hospitals are closed. This 
would result in two classes of health 
facilities: a poor government hospi- 
tal system, which cares for two- 
thirds of the country's patients, and 
a vibrant, high-class Kupat Holim 
system for most of the rest of them. 

Sanctions by the goverament doc- 
tors over the past few weeks have 
sbut outpatient clinics and operating 
theatres on a rotating basis, allowing 
only dialysis and cancer patients to 
be treated and only life-and-death 
cases to have operations. 

The nurses at all the country’s 
hospitals, who brought chaos to the 
wards with intermittent strikes in 
the summer of 1986, are this time 
fighting not for money but for prin- 
ciples. 

The Productivity Institute studied 
their demands for an official “nurs- 
ing standard™ that would set nurse- 


Patient ratios and decide exactly 
what jobs a nuzse must do. The 
deadline for its implementation was 
January 31. 

One health official said:‘‘The 
nurses have been waiting for a de- 
cade for a nurses” standard, so they 
can be a little more patient.“ 

The 380 anesthesiologists have 
closed down the operating theatres, 
two or three at a time, in nearly 
every hospital in the country since 
the beginning of January. Last sum- 
mer they started a self-imposed 
“slow anesthesia” programme, in 
which thousands of elective opera- 
tions were postponed because of the 
shortage of qualified anesthesiolo- 
gists. They are the only medical 
group who are, by the nature of 
their work, unable to run lucrative 
private practices in their own clinics, 
but must work solely for hospital 
salaries. * 

The Treasury is sympathetic to 
their demands, but has so far made 
uo offers, fearing that a “‘yes™ to the 
anesthesiologists would lead to 
greater demands from the rest. 

Fhe 12,000 government hospital 
maintenance workers, auxiliary staff 
and clerks, who went on strike for 
weeks a year ago and won relatively 
small wage increases, are now de- 
manding the same fringe benefits 
enjoyed by their counterparts in Ku- 
pat Holim hospitals, including high- 
er transportation and clothing al- 
lowances. A strike by this sector 
causes perhaps the most immediate 
suffering for patients: food is not 
prepared, Jaundry is riot provided, 
the garbage piles up, helpless old 
people are not washed or moved 
around in their beds to prevent bed- 
sores. 

The clerks and maintenance 
workers say they will start a general 
strike on Sunday, after. having been 
offered “nothing” in a two-hour 
meeting on Wednesday with Trea- 
sury wage official Ya’acov Danon 
and the Histadrut's Haim Haber- 
feld. 

The health minister has consis- 
tently opposed the Treasury’s pro- 


-posals to provide operations for pay- 


ing patients at government hospitals 
in the afternoons and evenings, and 
to aye for visits to the doctor and 
part of the cost of hospitalization. 
She maintains that it would affect 
the health of the poorer sectors of 
the population, who won't seek nec- 
essary medical help. And it would 
also destroy the principle of “equal 
health care for all -- if there ever was 
such a thing ” ; 

Instead, she says her ministry will 
immediately implement the Trainin 
Commission Report, which recom- 
mended that the operation of gov- 
ernment hospitals be transferred 
from the Health Ministry to a state 
authority. 

‘Yet, even if that happens before 
the end of this year, it won't save the 
patients who may be {eft to fend for 
theméelves next week.

After attacking the British lega- 
tion in Damascus in March 1950, the 
organization more boldly mounted 
simultaneous bomb and grenade at- 
tacks on the night of April 17, 1950, 
against the American legations in 
Damascus and Beirut. The attack in 
Beirut was carried out by “George 
Habash and Azem al Sheikh,” who 
is identified as a Lebanese national. 

To “commemmorate the anniver- 
sary of the entry of the Arab armies 


into Palestine,” Jihad and Jawadat - 


Dahi on the night of May 14, 1950 
mined the house of two Jews, Musa 
al Ajami and Yakub Kamu, in Da- 
mascus’s Jewish quarter. The explo- 
sion caused damage though no loss 
of life. ’ 

The following month, Habash 
“accompanied by some of his 
friends, threw a bomb at the British 
legation in Amman.” 

Moving on to more spectacular 
operations, the group then resolved 
to assassinate King Abdullah “or 
another one of the traitors in Trans- 
jordan, such as Rajib al Nashashibi 
or Rubi Abd al Hadi, who were 
laying the groundwork for the con-

This was one of the questions { put 
prominent American Jewish religious cane 
Norman, Lamm, President of the Orthodox 
movement's Yeshiva University in New York; 


Union College in Cincinnati. 

“Along with everyone else,” Dr. Lam; 
said, “I am deeply perplexed and profoundly 
unhappy about what is happening. To have 
Israeli soldiers indiscriminately beat up Arabs 
as they pull them out of their homes is simply 
too reminiscent of a pogrom. And this no Jew 
of any sensitivity can abide with equanimity." 

At the same time, Lamm continued, Ameri- 

. Kan Jews who are voicing their protests “from 
the comfort of their homes and offices, and 
vacation resorts in America, seem to be more 
moved by esthetics than by real consider- 
ations.”

EN ITS escalating battle with protes- 
tors in the territories over the past

Collective pudishment is 
becoming the norm, and the targets 
are becoming precisely the responsi- 
ble, peaceful segments of the popu- 
lation which defence officials were 
so concerned not to alienate. 

Extended curfews have been 
clamped on whole refugee camps 
and villages, especially in the Gaza 
Strip, for days on end. Labourers 
were prevented from earning their 
livelihood in Israel. The idea was to 
create communal pressure on the 
protestors to stop rioting. In the 
West Bank last week, one village 
was sealed off for six days after dis- 
turbances. 

Last week, soldiers in towns be- 
gan forcibly opening shuttered 


crowbars, damaging them in the 
process, threatening and sometimes 
hitting shopkeepers. ὰ 

“The ultimate stage was reached 
when soldiers were ordered to beat 
rioters. and carried out the directive 
with a vengeance -- in some cases 
hitting persons not involved in the 
violence. 


WHILE THESE actions may have 
achieved an immediate reduction in 
large-scale rioting and a restoration 
οἵ soldiers’ self-confidence. they 
have caused profound and far- 
reaching damage.

The beating policy, which has 
affected many, has been particularly 
damaging. Many formerly uncom- 
mitted people, themselves beaten or 
with relatives or acquaintances who 
were beaten, are reporting new feel- 
ings of anger and a surge of anti- 
Israel sentiment. The circle of ani- 
Mmosity has been widened, and more 
rsons want to protest. 

The escalation of the conflict and 
the use of increasingly harsher 
methods by the army are in effect 
leading to a popularization of the 


struggle on both sides, to what is 


increasingly becoming a war on all 
fronts. : 
On the Palestinian side, this is 


evident in the increasingly popular 


participation in the protests, first 
waged by youths fighting street bat- 
tles, but now reaching other seg- 
ments of the population —shopkeep- 
ers, who shutter their stores daily 
despite repeated forced openings by 
the army, and men, women and chil- 
dren who are staying off the streets 
and out of the shops, refusing to 
allow a return to normal life. This 
routine of abnormality, which has 
persisted for a month and half, is in 
a Way more significant than the ear- 
lier riots, and serves natice that for 
much of the population, the rela- 
tionship with the Israeli occupation 
has entered a new phase. 

The new phase is evident in the 
first manifestations of communal 
self-help among Palestinians, de- 
signed to keep the strikes going. 
Metal workers in the Ramallah area 


has been collected in West Bank 
comtnunities to aid refugee camps in 
the area and in the Gaza Strip, hard 
hit by curfews and strikes. A steer- 
ing committee, made up of a coali- 
tion of Palestinian factions, has been 
set up to guide the “uprising.” 


THE STRUGGLE has also become 
popularized on the Israeli side. Sol- 
diers used to patrol the territories 
with the emotional detachment 


” needed to do an unpleasant job, and 


required by military discipline to 
avoid improper behaviour caused by 
inflamed passions. 

Now, some soldiers are showing 
an alarming zest for pursuing Ra- 
bin's beating policy, which seems to 
bave brought out the worst in them. 


The free reign given to use the most 
Primitive violence against protes- 
tors, sticks against stones, has ap~ 
parently unleashed submerged feel- 


ings of hatred and aggression. 


There are reports of a rise in anti- 
Arab feelings and a swing to the 
political right among the men serv- 
ing in the territories. Here, too, the 
circle of animosity is widening, the 
daily confrontations leaving even 
deeper scars of hatred. 

The anger and alienation felt by 
some soldiers is sometimes ex- 
pressed in the most infantile terms. 
On a bus carrying Golani troops in 
Ramailah this week, the following 
Sentences were written in the dust 
which had accumulated on the vehi- 
cle: “A good Arab is a dead Arab. I 
am a stranger killing an Arab.” 
The soldiers are not about to start 


unmistakable. 

The harsh policies pursued in the 
territories are leaving physical and 
psychological marks on both their 
Palestinian and Israeli victims. The 
short-term calm songht at almost 
any price is being bought at the ex- 
pense of the potential for compro- 
mise on both sides. Wider and more 
pervasive hatred seems to have been: 
created among the Palestinians. and 
the young Israelis involved in the 
confrontation are being radicalized. 

Defence officials realize that that 
the recent policies and the response 
to them have brought a new era in 
the territories. Even if the situation 
calms down, a top officer conceded 
last week, it will not revert to the 
way it was before December 1987.

“He is a member of a crack IDF 
unit,” she notes, “and he has been 
in far more dangerous situations 
since then; but he cannot forgive 
himself for once forcibly separating 
a two-year-old girl from her mother 
in an attempt to extract information. 
He still has nightmares about it 18 
years later.” 

Many soldiers are coming home 
with a heavy load of guilt, she savs. 
but she is even more worried about 
the ones who don't feel guilty. “We 
don't know what sort of genie we 
are-letting out of the bottle,” she 
says. “We do know that most vio- 


lent parents were the victims of vio- 
Jence as children.” She is frightened 
about the long-term social effects on 
both the beaters and the beaten. 
However it is not just the soldiers, 
she stresses. Young children have 
also been affectes by ths cccupa- 
tion. She senses a growing suspicion 
of Arabs in her own children, who 
want to turn off the television set 
when the Arabic programmes come 


on. 

Her elder daughter was told not 
to come home from school by a cer- 
tain route because there was ‘a lot 
of building going on” in that area. 

“I sensed that the teachers did not 
want to tell them outright to beware 
of'the Arab building workers,” says 
Lurie. “but what sort of coexistence 
can we create in this atmosphere of 
fear and suspicion?” 


MOSES IS also concerned about the 
overall effect of the current situation 
on Israeli-Arab relations. He reads 
from a letter that he received from 
an Egyptian psychoanalyst living in 
Canada, who was recently his guest 
in Jerusalem. The analyst described 


Tremendous harm is being done 
to relations between the two peo- 
ples, he states. He hopes that it is 
not irreparable harm; but, if the vio- 
lence continues many more weeks, 
or the occupation continues many 
more years, it could be extremely 
dangerous. 

“I am not saying that we can walk 
out of the territories tomorrow 
morning,” he says carefully, ‘but 
something has to be done urgently 
to improve the relationship between 
the two communities. 1 don’t think 
that the occupation can be chan- 
neled in a positive way after two 
decades. The only way to deal with 
it is to find a political solution quick- 
ly and end the occupation.”

THE DRAMATIC announcement 
by MK. Abdel Wahab Darousha in 
Nazareth last Saturday that he was 
quitting the Labour Party, with its 
implications for that party’s elector- 
al prospects, has understandably 
grabbed the headlines. [t served, 
however, to obscure the reports of 
two even more important develop- 
ments on the Israeli Arab scene. 
The number of participants in the 
demonstration of Israeli Arabs at 
which Darousha made his an- 
nouncement was apparently very 
much smaller than its counterpart in 
Nazareth a month earlier in the 
somewhat misnamed “Peace Day” 


with majorities which minorities 
cross only at their peril. One of 
those dangers is organizing to de- 
mand rights as a national minority, 


demands for guaranteeing separate 
ethnic-cultural or religious rights, or 
for countering personal and institu- 
tonal discrimination. 


ONE OF THE difficulties in rela- 
tions between the Jewish majority 
and the Arab minority in Israel is 
the mistaken belief, shared by many 
on both sides, that the Israeli situa- 
tion is unique. It is not. Nearly all of 
the world’s 200-odd states, if not all 


as opposed to perfectly legitimate 


protests against the activities of the 
IDF in the occupied territories. 
Over the weekend, too, a large 
number of local Israeli Arab leaders 
in Galilee and the Triangle publicly 
denounced a petrol-bomb attack 
which was perpetrated a day earlier 
on a bus driving through the largely 
Arab region of Wadi Ara which was 
carrying schoolchildren from Ein 


of them, have ethnic minorities. 
Thus, it should be just as normal for 
Arabs to be a minority in Israel as it 
is for Jews and so many other peo- 
ples to be minorities elsewhere. 

It has often been said, and rightly 
so, that one of the criteria by which 
history will judge Israel will be by 
the treatment it accords to its minor- 
ities. Israel’s record in this regard 


has been mixed. While there is am- 
pie room for improvement, the Is- 
raeli record is far from being among 
the worst of the 30 or so democra- 
cies in the world— and incomparably 
better than the majority of the 
world’s Communist aod Third 
World authoritarian states. 

But there is no majority in the 
world that would tolerate an at- 
tempt by its minority to organize 
along national lines and to demand 
national rights. A demand for na- 
tional, as opposed to ethnic and cul- 
tural rights, presumes political sepa- 
ratism and smacks of an irredentist 
threat. 

As an analogy, one can imagine 
American reactions to a demand by 
American citizens.of Mexican origin 
to recognize their separate national 
rights in Texas, New Mexico and 
California, or demands by black 
Americans to recognize their sepa- 


Dor and Gazit, two kibbutzim. 

These two developments should 
be seen as small but all-important 
correctives to the dangerous ex- 
tremes to which so many Israeli Ar- 
abs were drawn during the “Peace 
Day™ protests. 

It is a truism by now that Israel's 
Arab minority finds itself in the un- 
enviable position of having to 
choose between their identification 
with their Palestinian brethren and 
their Israeli state, and at a time 
when those two entities are at war 
with each other. As the world’s 
quintessential minority for the bet- 
ter part of the past two millennia, 
Jews should be sensitive to the diffi- 
culties entailed in threading one’s 
way through the maze of such a 
dilemma. 

But Jews should also be able to 
tell their own Arab minority that 
there are boundaries in relations 
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rate national rights in some southern 
states where they are close to consti- 
tuting a majority of the population. 

In organizing the December 21 
general strike, the national council 
of the Heads of Arab Local Au- 
thorities came close to crossing the 
boundary that delineates the per- 
mnissible from the forbidden — and all 
the more for minorities in on-going 
war situations, such as the one that 
has characterized the relationship 
between Israel and the Palestinian 
Arabs for the past 40 years. 

Many Israeli Arab leaders have 
long been aware of the danger of 
crossing that boundary. In the last 
few years, however, they have been 
cowed into silence by the radicals of 
Rakah, the Progressive List for 
Peace and the young firebrands of 
the even more radical organizations 
such as the Ibna el-Balad. There are 
now some signs that some of the 
pragmatic Arab leaders may be 
drawing ‘back from the brink. 


ONE OF MK Darousha's stocks-in- 
trade, since being elected to the 
Knesset in 1984, was the thesis that 
Israeli Arabs should serve as a 
bridge to peace between Israel and 
her Arab enemies, and first and 
foremost with the PLO as the repre-

sentative of the Palestinian people. 
He first came to public attention 
with his grandstand play designed to 
wangle an invitation to the Palestin- 
ian National Congress in Amman, 
and to meet Yasser Arafat. His at- 
tempt ended ignominiously in Cy- 
prus when the PLO leadership re- 
jected his advances. 

The possibility of Israel's Arabs 
serving as a bridge to peace is attrac- 
tive at first glance. But it is extreme- 
ly dangerous, .for it opens Israeli 
Arabs up to charges of collusion 
with the enemy. For the overwhelm- 
ing majority of Israel's Jews — as for 
the PLO in its entirety — there is no 
question that the PLO isan implaca- 
ble enemy of Israel. ; 

One can imagine situations in 
which the Israeli authorities may 
want to make use| of trustworthy 
Israeli Arabs as go-betweens in 
peace feelers to the PLO enemy. 
But for Israeli Arabs themselves to 
initiate such contacts would be to 
court the danger of throwing a blan- 
ket of suspicion over the entire Is- 
raeli Arab community. There are a 
sufficient number of real subver- 
sives among Israel's Arabs not to 
seek to invite suspicion against those 


. Who clearly are not. 


IF THE above are limits which the 
Israeli Arab leaders must learn to 
avoid, there are other lessons which 
Israel's Jewish majority must itself 
learn from the recent events. The 
vast majority of Israel’s Jews have 
tried as much as possible to ignore 
the existence of the Arab minority. 
Those members of the Israli estab- 
lishment who could not ignore their 
presence have zig-zagged aver the 
decades between suspicion of the 
Arabs as potential subversives and 
the desire to share, the benefits of 
Israel as a modem and democratic 
society with them. 

That latter attitude. which has 
given rise to very impressive pro- 
gress in many fields for {sraeli Ar- 
abs, has been predicated on a policy 
of separate development for the Ar- 
abs and of striving for a goal of 
eventual equality with the Jews. 
Such an attitude of separate devel- 
opment could be expected from a 
Jewish majority whose background 
was that of opposing Jewish assimi- 
lation in the Diaspora countries 
from which they came. 

T would, however, argue against a 
continuation of such a policy of 
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equality through separate develop 
ment, on two counts. The first is 
learning from the American experi- 
ence with its black minority that sep- 
arate can never be equal. 

But on a second count, I would 
argue that it is in the Jong-term in- 
terest of israel, her Jewish majority 
and her Arab minorities to strive for 
a much greater degree of Arab as- 
similation into a Jewish Israel than 
has been the case to date. 
To continue to encourage far- 
reaching separate development for 
Israet’s Arabs is to encourage those 
very elements which seek to maxi- 
mize the identification of Israeli Ar- 
abs with their Palestinian, as op- 
posed to their Israeli, identity. This 
is a sure-fire formula for unending 
and escalating ethnic tensions be- 
tween Arabs and Jews. 

I am not counselling the adoption 
of a policy that would aim at wiping 
out the separate ethnic identity of 
Israeli Arabs, which is impossible, 
in any case. However, we should 
aim at lowering the salience of that 
identity by opening up Jewish Israel 
to much greater Arab participation 
in many walks of life. 


HAS LABOUR lost the Arab vote? 
That was the question preoccupying 
many in the party this week in the 
fall-out surrounding Abdel Wahab 
Darousha’s bombshell resignation 
last Saturday. For despite the brave 
front — not. to say bravado — with 
which party heads bore the blow, 
there is little doubt that Labour has 
been knocked off balance, and at a 
most inopportune moment. 

Unable to turn its back on De- 
fence Minister Yitzhak Rabin’s 
tough pacification policies in the ter- 
ritories, Labour is in a bind in mak- 
ing a credible appeal to the Arab 
electorate. 

According to Ra’anan Cohen, for 
years in charge of the party’s Arab 
affairs division, and today a leading 
figure in shaping electoral strategy: 
“We recognize that our Arab mem- 
bers are also Palestinians, and we 
don't believe this need necessarily 
lead to a conflict of loyalties.” But 
Cohen and party secretary-general 
Uzi Baram certainly ize the 
grave problems posed by the events 
of the last seven weeks. 

Both believe that the best ap- 
proach Labour can make to the 
country’s 330,000 Arab voters is to 
say, as Baram puts it: ‘‘The only real 
solution to the problems posed by 
their national aspirations, by their 
concern for the fate of the Palestin- 
ians in the West Bank, is peace be- 
tween Israel, the Arab states and 
the Palestinians. And the only party 
capable of getting the peace talks 
started is 2 strong Labour party. 

“The real threat to Israel’s Arabs 
comes from a coalition of the Likud, 
the Tehiya and the religious. Only 
Labour, and not the Communists. 
the ive List for Peace, nor 
yet Darousha, can block a front 
made up of Ariel Sharon, Yitzhak 
Shamir, Rafael Eitan, and Geula 
Cohen, and ‘that is a long-term 
national interest, too. 

“What we have done this time, 
and we have done it for no other 
group, is to earmark two realistic 

laces for them on our Knesset list. 
ey may, of course, get more than. 
that under our new system of draw- 
ing up the list of candidates.” . 
‘ Baram says that Labour's bid for 
the Arab vote will, in all likelihood, 
be led Ezer Weizman whose 
independent Yahad list polled 
10,000 Arab votes in 1984. “Weiz- 
man has a strong commitment to 
ce, and that’s how he is per- 
ceived by the Arab voter with whom 
he communicates very well,” Baram 
says. 

Promising ἃ strong campaign 
team with Arab and Drose Knesset 
candidates at the forefront, Baram 
adds: “We will be very unhappy if 
we don't considerably increase our 
share of the Arab vote over 1984's 
50,000." 


THERE ARE no easy ways to apply 
such’a long-term goal to real life 


situations, but let me give two exam- 
ples. There is good reason for the 
Israel establishment to be con- 
cerned over the potential irredentist 
threat entailed in the very large con- 
centration of the Arab population in 
central Galilee. But if we are not to 
espouse the idea of seeking to push 
the Arabs out of the country, which 
I find appalling, the solution to that 
concern should be in the direction of 
making it comfortable for Israeli Ar- 
abs to live in my apartment building 
and on my street. 

The problem with this idea lies 
not so much with the Arabs as with 
the Jews. I know many Arabs who 
would jump at such a chance. Re- 
grettably, | also know many Jews. 
who would oppose it. But there are 
cases of Arabs living in’ Jewish 
neighbourhoods which have worked 
out very well for all concerned. Ex- 
panding such possibilities should be 
a very urgent policy aim. 

Last week's Second Look TV pro- 
gramme performed a signal service 
in highlighting the problems of the 
growth of Palestinian identity and of 
anti-Israel attitudes among Israeti 
Arab teenagers, as a result of being 
educated nearly exclusively in sepa- 
rate schools. Israeli Arabs should be 
entitled to educate their children in 
their own language and their own 
ethnic traditions. But it is equally 

important for the future of Israel 

that alternative opportunities be 
opened up for Arab parents who 
wish to give their children the ad- 
vantages of studying in predomi- 
nantly Jewish schools. 

I would be the last to claim that 
either of these suggestions, or simi- 
lar ones in other areas, are problem- 
free. What I am arguing is that a 
continuation of the policy of sepa- 
rate development for Arabs is bad 
for Israel and for those Israeli Jews 
and Arabs who want to make coex- 
istence a success. 

Tt has been difficult for Israeli Ar- 
abs to adjust to their new position as 
a minority in a Jewish state. It is less 
evident but nonetheless true that it 
has been equally difficult for Israeli 
Jews to adapt to the new reality of 
being a majority in their own land, 
which should include a self-confi- 
dent readiness to open up to the 
non-Jewish minorities among them. 
But these are adaptations that both 
peoples will have to make if we are 
ole in relative harmony with each 
other. 


COHEN AGREES that Labour 
could have done more to bring Ar- 
abs into the mainstream of Israeli 
society. But, he says, the party is 
committed today to working for full 
integration. More, he stresses, must 
be done to further Arab education, 
to establish industries, to aid mu- 
nicipalities and village councils, to 
improve housing and open up suit- 
able opportunities for the increasing 
numbers of university-educated 
Arabs. 

Darousha says that he has heard 
all that before and Labour ministers 
have reneged on all their promises. 

But Cohen, well aware that for 
the past 10 years Labour has been 
unable to offer its Arab electorate 
any tangible benefits -- while other 
parties controlling the key Interior, 
‘Trade and Industry, Finance, Hous- 
ing and Social Welfare Ministries, 
have had a great deal to give — be- 
lieves that Arab voters can no long- 
er be bought.

Weiss was incensed by the resig- 
nation of Darousha, his former stu- 
dent at Haifa University, and ada- 
mant that such Arab MKs would 
drag the party in extremist direc- 
tions it could not even contemplate. 


Darousha himself is quite clear on 
what he expected from Labour, and, 
to his mind, failed to receive: “First 
of all, a real contribution to achiev- 
ing peace and solving the Palestinian 
problem.

The sticking point in achieving the 
first goal, Darousha admits, is that 
Israel's Arabs believe the PLO rep- 
resents the Palestinians.

THE ONE-DAY general strike by 
Israeli Arabs in solidarity with their 
brethren in the territories and the 
bolting from the Labour of its

ousha — ostensibly in protest over 
the “iron fist" policies of defence 
minister Yitzhak Rabin -- have been 
cited by political pundits as indica- 
tions of the “radicalization” of the 


country’s 700,000'strong minority - 


community, 

Is there really any evidence of a 
swing towards extremism and if so, 
how is this likely to manifest itself at 
the polling booths in the Knesset 
elections later this year? 

In the past, Arabs have cast their 
votes in as diverse a variety of ways 
as their Jewish counterparts. 
Backing parties was often , deter- 
mined by vested interests rather 
than ideological considerations. 
This led to strange and seemingly 
ludicrous alliances, such as Moslem 
Arabs supporting the National Reli- 
gious Party, because it was for many 
years in charge of the Interior Minis- 
try and thereby controlled the purse 
strings of local authorities including 
Arab councils. 

A common ethnic background 
was often enough to sway some 

_ Arab voters of certain candidates, 

Ὁ chosen for their ethnic background, 
swayed some of the Arab electorate, 
while others were persuaded to vote 
for a particular party in return for 
specific promises of help. 

‘The social structure of the Arab 
community, with the family clan 
(hamula) at its centre, lent itself to 
this system of vote gathering. A par- 
ty which succeeded in winning over 


the head of a family who also. hap- . 


pened to be the. village muhktar, 
could usually count on the support 
of almost the entire settlement. ὁ 
While this practice still continues, 
traditional attitudes have. changed 
over the past decade as a result of 
higher standards of education and 
the ethos of a modern democratic 
society. The power of the elders has 
been eroded, allowing younger, 
educated leaders to come to the 
4 fore. The Arab population is over- 
‘* whelmingly young; recent statistics 
show that about 70 per cent of Israe- 

}i, Arabs are below the age of 30. 
: These changes have their own dy- 


namics and momentum. The your- - 


ger generation has, to a great ex- 
tent. come to terms with ‘its split 
identity as Palestinians and Israeli 
citizens. They have higher aspira- 
tions, are far mote critical'than their 
parents and less afraid of voicing 
their opinions. 

: This process has been paralled by 
a;-growing awareness and under- 
standing of their political power 
within the democratic system. An 
example of this was the orderly and 
well-supported “Equality Day” 
strike last June, to press for civil, as 
opposed to national, rights.

~ other public figures. The same body 
was responsible for calling the 
“Peace Dav" strike in December 
protesting the government's han- 
dling of the unrest in the territories 
and supporting the nationalist aspi- 
rations of the residents there. _ 

} The organizers declared the strike 
a resounding success, despite the vi- 
olence that erupted in some quarters 
and which they roundly condemned. 
They maintained that the action did 
not imply disloyalty to the state. On 
the contrary, they stressed that Ar- 
abs within the Green Line consid- 
ered themselves integrated citizens 
of the state and would not leave, 
even if a Palestinian state were es- 
tablished alongside Israel.

They also predicted a general 
swing to the left, with Hadash get- 
ting enough extra votes to win at 
least one more seat in the Knesset, 
in addition to the four it already 
holds. 

Similarly, there was consensus 
about a certain amount of radical- 
ization particularly among youths, 
as a direct result of the govern- 
ment’s handling of the unrest in the 
territories. 

One young man, a Christian who 
asked not to be named, said he 
would cast his ballot in favour of 
Hadash, as the only party promoting 
the interests of Arabs in general and 
Israeli Arabs in particular. ᾿ 

Three students at the Shfaram 
high school, Moslems, said they 
would also support Hadash when 
their turn came to vote. “It's the 
only party I can believe in - and 
which, in my opinion, can solve the 
problems of the nation and the re- 
gion,” said Walid Hatib, whose fa- 
ther and uncle have supported La- 
bour in the past. 

Another student, Ahmed Ko- 
soksi, said his support for the Com- 
munist party did not signify a swing 
to extremism, but was a natural re- 
action to the “extremist measures” 
being used by the security forces in 
‘the territories. “There has to be a 
change in the government's policies, 
to stop the killings, the beatings and 
the deportations and instead negoti- 
ate a solution, but only with the 
participation of the PLO. Most of 
the kids at our school think the 
same,” he asserted. 

Hatib Halib said he did not trust 
Labour or any of the teft-wing Jew- 
ish parties and saw Hadash as the 
sole representative of Israeli Arabs.

centre party, he said: “I think it was 
courageous of him to leave Labour 
and it was the right thing to do be- 
cause Labour has proved itself (in 
the past few weeks) to be a party of 
extremists.

LIKE MUCH of the rest of Ameri- 
can Jewry, the so-called “‘neo-con- 
servatives™ associated with Com- 
mentary magazine are feeling 
acutely uncomfortable these days 
about events in Israel and the occu- 
pied territories. Ὁ 

But the neo-conservatives’ dis- 
comfort appears to have less to do 
with moral qualms over Israel's “get 
tough” response to the disturbances 
than with their own dearth of useful 
ideas for helping Israel out of the 
blind alley in which it finds itself. 
These highly creative thinkers, who 
have preached that ἃ return to a set 
of relatively simple and straighfor- 
ward values is the key to solving all 
of the problems confronting the 
Western world in its struggle with 
totalitarianism. freely admit that 
they have no prescription for help- 
ing Israe] achieve peace with its 
Arab neighbours. 

A very influential collection of 
one-time liberal intellectuals who 

defected to conservatism in the 
1970s, this almost entirely Jewish 
group refined a school of thought 
that contributed enormously to the 
intellectual underpinnings of the 
Reagan adminisiration. 

Combining a loathing for the So- 
viet Union and for the permissive 
values of the δῆς. the neo-conserva- 
tives used the vehicle of Commen- 
tary, a scholarly monthly journal of 
political opinion sponsored by the 
American Jewish Committee, to 
preach a gospel of robust defence 
spending; a confrontational attitude 
toward Moscow and Marxist re- 
gimes like Sandinist Nicaragua; and 
ἃ contemptuous attitude toward 
such sacred cows of American liber- 
alism as the United Nations and the 
non-aligned movement. 

The new-conservatives have also 
been out front in advocating a U.S.- 
Israeli strategic alliance. and in urg- 
ing the Reagan administration to re- 
sist pressure to coax Israel to make 
concessions that would please world 
opinion but might compromise its 
security. 

White the prominent new-conser- 
vatives The Post spoke with this 
week echoed some of those posi- 
tions, they seemed less exuberantly 
hawkish on the Israel-Arab question 
than on issues like Nicaragua, Af- 
ghanistan or Star Wars. Several ex- 
coriated Rabbi Alexander Schindler 
and other Jewish liberals for pre- 
suming to teach Jewish morality to a 
nation on the firing line. but all indi- 
cated a willingness to accept territo- 
rial compromise if that is what Israel 
decides. Some even expressed a 
willingness to accept a demilitarized 
Palestinian s:ate. 

As befits their rather gloomy out- 
look, the new-conservatives seemed 
dispirited by what is taking place in 
Israel and bleakly pessimistic about 
prospects for a solution. What unit- 
ed these intellectuals was a sense of 


quiet despair. 


“OF COURSE the status quo is tin- 
tenable. but the fact is that the alter-

etz, the editor of Commentary, who 
is the generally accepted “godfa- 
ther™ of the Jewish New Right.

Podhoretz added that he thought 
Rabin's open announcement of ‘a 
policy of “force, might, beatings” 
had hurt Israel's image, but re- 
marked, “I do think that policy is 
better than shooting people.

on what they should be prepared to 
surrender for peace: “I speak as an 
American in terms of American 
politics, and have been careful not 
to participate in the internal 
debate.” 

Despite his realpolitik perspective 
on the world, he said he would got 
criticize Peres’s willingness to trade 
territory for peace if the Labour par- 
ty leader wins the Israeli elections 
later this year. As Podhoretz noted 
in a recent New York Post op-ed 
piece, “As I see it, any Jew who 
chooses not to put his own body on 


the line is simultaneously choosing 
to forfeit any claim to a serious role 
in the life and death debate over 
what his fellow Jews in Israel can or 
should do about the occupied 
territories.” 

Irving Kristol, editor of another 
new-conservative journal called The 
Public Interest and a frequent con- 
tributor to Commentary, was less 
dour but just as pessimistic as Pod- 
horetz: “Ive always been saddened 
by the inability of the Israeli govero- 
ment to unilaterally solve the prob- 
lem of the West Bank. They ought 
to do something like the Allon plan- 
.-decide what they are going to 
keep, draw the line and just leave 
the rest...I don’t see why Israel 
shoald ‘be terrified of even 2 PLO 


’. State of the West Bank since Jordan 


would not permit it to do very much. 
The notion that they can just hang 
on until they can negotiate with the 
Arabs is rather absurd. The Arabs 
are never going to negotiate 
seriously.” 

Kristol blamed the Israeli election 
system for “failing to produce a gov- 
ernment that is willing to take-uni- 
lateral action that will be anpopular 
with a large minority.” 

“The fact,” he said, ‘is that the 
world is not in the state of mind at 
the moment where you can have ἃ 
Western democracy like Israel with- 
out any clear program for ending the 
occupation.” 

But Kristol termed Schindler's eri 
de coeur about Rabin’s “beatings” 
policy “absurd"; “I don't know 
what Rabbi Schindler expects from 
a Jewish government. On the whole, 
government. [t is 
frequently foolish and shortsighted, 
but Jews, like other people, are fre- 
quently foolish and shortsighted. 
Governing people is hard.” 


LUCY DAVIDOWITZ, author of 
The War Against the Jews and other 
writings related to the Holocaust, 
was more unequivocal in her sup- 
port of the Israeli government's 
position. 

“My loyalties to Israel have been 
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strengthened in this time of its tragic 
ordeal. I recall that in 1938, Gandhi 
urged the Jews to use passive resis- 
tance against the Nazis. (The Israe- 
lis) are receiving comparable advice 
today...[ don't like to see our side 
doing things that make you cringe 
inwardly, but the Israelis must stop 
the rock-throwing and restore or- 
der. Then they can look and see if 
there is someone to talk to. All can 
do is wring my hands. I don’t have 
any answers.” 

Davidowitz termed “disgusting 
and outrageous” any comparison 
between Israel’s behaviour toward 
the Arabs with that of the Nazis 
toward the Jews, noting, “You don’t 
need much imagination to know 
what the Germans would do in this 
kind of situation. That is really an 
obscene comparison.” She also dis- 
missed the Israel-South Africa com- 
parison, remarking, “This is a politi- 
cal conflict, not a racial one.” 

Asked whether conditions for 
Gaza Arabs are not similar to those 
for blacks in Soweto, Davidowitz 
praised Israel for providing the 
estinians with jobs. : 

Are not many of those jobs the 
most low-paid and menial in Israel? 

“What is wrong with doing that 
kind of work?” she responded. 
“When I went to college I used to 
spend my summers working in a hat 
factory. Is that really so terrible? 
Don’t you need people to clean the 
streets?” 

Davidowitz likened Schindler's 
criticism of Israeli policy to “‘spread- 
ing diseases,” and asked, ‘‘Why al- 
ways blame us first?...What this is 
all about is the survival of the Jews.” 
- Adam Garfinkle, coordinator of 
political studies at the neo-conserva- 
tive Foreign Policy Research Insti- 
tute in Philadelphia, remarked, “By 
and large there is a lot of anxiety, 
disquiet and concer among new- 
conservatives, but there is a tenden- 
cy to rally around Israel and to put 
the best possible face on what Israel 
is doing.

Garfinkle concluded by saying, 
“The situation in Israef really breaks 
my heart. I feel confused and fost, 
and ready to throw up every Gime I 
read the The New York Times.” 

Milton Himmlefarb, a frequent 
Commentary contributor, said that 
lately he has been “‘squirming in dis- 
comfort” in response to media cov- 
erage of the disturbances. While he 
feels “personal unease and discom- 
fort with Jews as occupiers,” he 
fears that, ‘“We have to be

With a few simple tools and an 
army of young labourers, Ahmed 
can fix a Mercedes taxi in the time it 
can sometimes take to get a coffee in 
a Ben-Yehuda Street cafe, the cab 
driver explained. 

Most of the Mercedes drivers in 
town have come to rely on Abmed. 
But now his garage in Jerusalem's 
Wadi Joz quarter is caught up in the 
commercial strike that has dragged 
on for three consecutive weeks. 

The drivers will have to get along 
without their mechanic of choice for 
the time being. But the effects of 
five weeks of unrest and ercial 
disruption in the capital are more 
far-reaching than that. 

The fabric of coexistence that 
Mayor Teddy Kollek has sought to 
strengthen has been stress-tested at 
the seams in recent weeks. And the 
disturbances have prompted some 
residents to reflect about the degree 
to which Jerusalem is now unified 
and will be so in the future. 


“I ALWAYS thought that things 
were good here, that the village was 
a quiet one,” said Ariane Elbaz, 
who lives in the section of East Tal- 
piot that borders the Arab village of 
Jebel Mukaber. “I was wrong.” 

Two weeks ago, the houses of El- 
baz's neighbours were stoned by 
youths from Jebel Mukaber and 
nearby Sur Bahir. The stonings have 
not recurred, but some suspicions 
and teasions remain. Jewish resi- 
dents of Meir Naqqar Street said 
their main connection with their 
Arab neighbours has been to em- 
ploy some of the Arab women as 
maids and buy groceries at the same 
local stores. . 

Elbaz immigrated to Israel from 
Europe 14 years ago; her husband, 
Shlomo, is a leader of East For 
Peace, ἃ Sephardi peace group. The 
recent disturbances have convinced 
her all the more of the need for ἃ

day atmosphere between Jews and 
Arabs concems her as well. 

“I'm surprised that I've lived here 
14 years and I don’t really know any 
Arabs,” Elbaz said. “In general, we 
don’t know their culture, and they 
don’t know ours. We don’t drink 
coffee together, don’t go to the 
same theatre. The only place we 
meet is in the hospital. I have this 
sense of two peoples side by side, 
without any cultural fink. The oni\ 
connection is money.” . 
IBRAHIM is ἃ 23-year-old A-tur 
resident who was one of the Arab 
Jerusalemites under curfew last 
weekend for the first time in 20 
years. Like many Arab residents in-

“I think people have changed asa 
result of the disturbances,” he said. 
“There's a feeling of anticipation, as 
if something's going to happen for 
us. The older peopie are still really 
sceptical and cautious, but the youn- 
ger kids are out on the streets. 

“The police are here in A-tur 23 
hours a day, and the one hour that 
they leave, the kids come out of 
every nook and cranny and close the 
road off and bur tyres," he said. 
“When the police come back, the 
kids run away, and whoever's stand- 
irig on the side watching gets beaten 
and arrested. The police are frus- 
trated because they can’t catch the 
people doing it.” 

The curfew scared many people in 
the village, but it's unclear whether 
it wilt be sufficent to stop the stone- 
throwers, he said. 
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“If ultimately there’s a political 
settlement and Jerusalem's not in- 
cluded in it,‘it's better than noth- 
ing.” Dbrahim said. “But all this 
business about Jerusalem. being a 
united city is just propaganda as far 
as I'm concerned.

Pragmatism and the 


Arab Grand Design 


“A change has occurred not because we have endeared’ 
ourselves to them, but because they realized that 

Israel’s elimination is impossible or would exact too 

high a price from them,* writes YEHOSHAFAT HARKABI 


warned in lectures and in my book 
Fateful Decisions (Am Oved, 1986), 
of what I called Belfastization in the 
territories, and said that our control 
would become increasingly intoler- 
able to their residents. I believe that 
if my book had been more widely 
read it would have helped changed 
the political climate in the country. 

The nation ahd the government 
chose to believe the prime minister 
regarding the disturbances in the 
‘West Bank a year ago: “The terro: 
organizations’ flutter of despair” 
(Ha'aretz, December 22, 1986). We 
did not, as the apologetic expression 

+ goes, ‘find ourselves” in a ctisis; we 
brought it apon ourselves. 

The riots in the territories perhaps 
evoke ‘a “hawkish” stance among 
our soldiers, at the personal Jevel, 

_ accompanied by a political dovish- 
ness — “We have to get rid of the 
territories.” In part of the nation, 
the riots awakened doubts about our 
ability to maintain control in the 
Jong man. But in the other part, not 
overly eager to acknowledge its er- 
ror, the riots merely strengthened 
the belief that no accommodation is 
possible, that there is no one to talk 
to, that this is ap “us or them” 

_ struggle. 

This group has a vested interested 
in Arab extremism as 2 justification 
for Israeli extremism, and thus, un- 
wittingly acts in such a way as to 
encourage it. It is not true that there 
is no one to talk to, but we do our 
best to make sure there will not be. 
This practice of “absolutizing”. the 
dispute (after “‘relativization” has 
started) occurs also among the Ar- 
abs (the Salvation Front, which is 
outside the PLO, as well as some 
PLO elements, and the Islamic Ji- 
had). This is going for broke. 

In this sense, the confrontation is 
not at all symmetrical. The Arab 
minority, approaching a majority, 
lives among us, and not a Jewish 
minority among them. As a hellish 
conflict spreads through Israel and 
the entire Middle East, the less de- 
veloped societies, such as the Arab 
societies, have a better chance of 
survival in it than our society, with 
its dependence on centralized 
institutions. 


IT IS erroneous to claim that the | 


Arabs, who abandoned their.claims 
to the borders of 1947 and accepted 
those before 1967, will agree to 
post-1967 borders. World support 
‘for the pre-1967 borders convinced 
them to agree as well, but the Arabs 
will be no more generous than pub- 
lic opinion and governments which 
demand that we return to the pre- 
"67 limes. a 
Postponement of an accommoda- 
᾿ tion will not result in a more com- 
fortable Arab position; on the con- 
trary, it wil! force them to returm to 
their old position of demanding our 
extermination -- remforced by the 
knowledge that the moderation of 
their stand was for nought. The iro- 
ny is that in that case, they will deny 
they ever moderated their stance 
and were willing to reach a peace 
t with us, and will thus 
confirm the claim of the extremists 
in Israel. 

Arab moderation cannot main- 
tain itself without moderation on 
our side, and for that reason is not 
autonomous, whereas Arab extrem- 
ism can persist as is. There is no 
chance that the Arabs in the West 
Bank and Gaza will agree to remain 


under our control, and, in the long. 


term, not even under full autonomy 

which, as it becomes established, 

will evoke the demand that it be 

extended into independence. Arabs 

in an autonomous entity will be ina

fer," whick is the polite expression 
for expulsion. Behind the prefer- 
ence for annexation is a preference 
for expulsion, and since the Arabs 
will be reluctant to leave, it will be 
necessary to use force against them 
and kill them. 


If a small-scale attempt at expul- 
sion encounters such international 
opposition, imagine what massive 
expulsions will bring upon us. The 
claim that the situation can be reme- 


-died with extensive immigration is 


also unfounded. In the "20s there 
were few Arabs and few Jews, so the 
small Jewish immigration had a 
great effect. Today the number of 
Jews and Arabs in the country is 
clase to six million, and an aliya 
which today seems fantastic — 60,000 
Jews a year -- wil] alter the popula- 
tion ratio by only 1 per cent. As the 
riots increase. tourism and of course 
aliya will decrease. 

᾿ ‘The Arabs of Israel have become 
accustomed to the state and its 
ways, and even to Hebrew culture. 
with which many of them are more 
familiar than their own culture. That 
was a tremendous achievement. But 
as the dispute grows more severe, 
the process of Palestinization will 
increase, and with it, the gap be- 
tween them and the state, to the 
point of their trying to cut them- 
selves off from it. Those who strive 
for the unattainable are liable to 
lose what is within reach. Thus, the 
increased investment of money and 
manpower in the West Bank may 
weaken our grasp on Galilee.: 


Even if you’re living and working abroad it's 
still good to know that your money can earn a high 
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ANOTHER misapprehension 
among us is that our services to the 
U.S. are so vital that she will contin- 
ue to support us, no matter what we. 
do. This view holds that the expres- 
sions of criticism from the U.S. are 
only lip-service and an attempt to 
mislead the Arabs; that this is only a 
family feud, tactical but not strate- 
gic, and short-lived. 

Those responsible for this misap- 
prehension, which will prove ex- 
tremely detrimental, are not only 
our own whispeters from the politi- 
cal heights, but the Americans as 
well. But the historical accounting 
about who is responsible hardly 
matters. Subtle diplomatic phrasing 
is not understood in Israel. But the 
stronger our defiance of the de- 
mands of the rest of the world, in- 
cluding the U.S., as our current pol- 
icy promises, the greater will be our 
ultimate disappointment with their 
sanctions and actions. Only then will 
things be understood that were pre- 
viously told us in gentle language. 
By then it will be impossible to cor- 
rect the distortions. It is not true 
that all the world is against us, but 
we evoke its opposition. 

The central norm of the interna- 
tional system and international law 
is self-determination. 

The great changes of our times, 
and the freemg of the colonies, oc- 
cured in its name. A country that 
insists that it can exist only if this 
principle is violated is destined to 
endanger the legitimacy of its own 
existence. From this stems the night- 
mare in which Israel puts herself in 
confrontation with humanity and 


forces the world into the opinion |

that she is an anachronism. 

Reality will force Israel to retreat 
from her political stance, to with- 
draw from the territories and to ne- 
gotiate with the PLO. She will un- 
dergo a tremendous crisis when sbe 
realizes her political stupidity - an 
extreme example just like those in 
Barbara Tuchman’s March of Folly, 
of a country that acts against its own 
interests. The blow will be as severe 
as the hopes were high. 

It's a dangerous situation, since 
the nature of men is to refuse to 
recognize their errors, particularty if 
they prove them to be fools. Won- 
der of wonders, they are liable to 
refuse to fearn the lesson, and in fact 
increase their devotion to the old, 
mistaken, policy. 

This will be particularly difficult 
in the party in which annexation was 
made sacred by ideology. For this 
party, the need to withdraw will 
constitute ideological bankruptcy 
and in the end a judgment passed on 
se pele ape in nape One 
should not be surprised if this group 
prefers to maintain its traditional 
stance, even if it endangers the exis- 
tence of Israel. 


What will the singers of their an-. 


them “To Die or to Take the Moun- 
tain” do, and how will they instruct 
their nation when it tums out that 
the mountain is not to be taken? For 
in their ceremonious world view, 
what counts is not the outcome, but 
the heady style.

ud of our democratic govern- 
feat but it will face a difficult test 
when the time comes for such a 
wide-ranging shake-up that a party

The national crisis may also dam- 
age our national self-image, bring 
about disappointment with Zionism 
and even with the Jewish religion 
that was interpreted by most of its 
people as supportive of the annex- 
ation stand and of hostility toward 
strangers, Moslems as well as 

The political failure will be 
blamed on the religion. People will 
tear their hair out wondering how 
self-satisfaction became the national 
ideology. There is a need today to 
take measures to anticipate the disil- 
tusionment. The government or the 
Knesset should appoint a committee 
of psychologists, sociologists and 
public figures to consider how to 
soften the national blow. 


THE LABOUR Alignment should 
have been interested in a large-scale 
national debate on national goals 
and the possibilities open to us: 
what is the vision and what the fan- 
tasy? But a national unity govern- 
ment blocks all argument in the 
name of national consensus; debate 
has become unpatriotic. But if we 
don’t think with our heads, as re- 
quired in debate, we think with our 
hearts. 

In their appeal to the emotions, 
the Likud and the religious are 
stronger than the Alignment, which 
failed to understand that with na- 
tional unity it has abandoned the 


‘nation to emotional thinking. Un- 


fortunately. the teachers and writers 
supported it in the name of a roman- 
tic populism. The damage done te 
Israel by a national unity govern- 
ment is far greater than that which 
ἃ continued Likud government may 
have caused. The Alignment’s sav- 
ing the Likud from itself is only to 
our detriment. The Lebanon War 
crisis was mild compared to the cur- 
rent crisis and what awaits us. + 

The “case™ of the moderates in 
the country is an excellent one, and 
yet they are failing. The first reason 
is that they don't dare present their 
case with the assertiveness of the 
extremists. The strongest argument 
for buman beings is death. Begin 
kept claiming that if we withdraw 
we'll face a “mortal danger.” Sha- 
mir: “An international conference is 
suicide.” 

The leaders of the Alignment nev- 
er shouted in the streets: “Annex- 
ation is suicide.” The moderates say 
we cannot oppress the Palestinians 
and annex the territories except at 
the expense of our democracy, and 
many people see this fear as over- 
sensitivity, as if we have the power 
to solve our problem but are too 
refined to do so. 

Thus Rabbi Kahane contends that 
the moderates unwittingly support 
him. Another claim ofthe moder- 
ates: “We don’t wish to mule a for- 
eign people.” but many among us 
hunger for such a situation and see it 
as historical justice. The sacrifice of 
democracy seems a small price to 
pay for guaranteeing our security in 
a Greater Israei. No wonder the 
leaders of the moderates seem to the 
nation, which delights in power, . 
weak-willed and not worthy of lead- 
ing the nation. 

Our problem is not ugliness, but 
existence: we cannot rule another 
people for fong and annex the terri- 
tories; our problem is not that we 
will be an apartheid state, but that 
we will not be. 

Israel's problem is not political, 
but meta-political, in the distortion 
of its basic thinking: the glorification 
of unreality, and the lack of under- 
standing that reality determines the 
borders of the possible, and that 
what is not realistic is not and will 
not be; glorification of the will -- 
voluntarism, as if that is sufficient to 
achieve goals, and refusing to accept 
the givens of the situation and the

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Along the road 
to a disaster 


DISRAELI, ina lively parliamentary 
debate with Gladstone, exclaimed 
“The right honourable member is 
intoxicated by the exuberance of his 
own verbosity.” A rather harsh criti- 
cism directed at the leader of a na- 
tion whose statesmen excel in verbal 
sobriety. 

Under-statement has never been 
the distinguishing mark of Isreli 
politicians. Still, most of them re- 
main in the abundance of their rhet- 
oric generally conscious of the possi- 
ble repercussions of their words. 
Grandiloquence is a pardonable sin 
of campaigning politicians, but a 
dangerous defect for leaders carry- 
ing national responsibility. 

Unfortunately for the country and 
for himself, our minister of defence 
is prone to indulge, especially at 
critical moments, in rhetoric boo- 
meranging with a vengeance. Ra- 
bin’s latest pronouncement on the- 
“use of force, might and beating,” is 
only one in a string of his ill-consid- 
ered utterances evoking echoes un- 
foreseen by him. 

At the height of the tension along 
the Israel-Syrian border in 1967, the 
then chief of general staff found it 
opportune to express himself in 
terms widely interpreted as an Israe- 
li threat to march on Damascus in 
order to topple the Syrian govern- 
ment. Of course, his words were not 
the source of the crisis, but they 
added fuel to the smouldering fire. 


NO LESS FATEFUL were Rabin's 
exhortations from his ambassadorial 
post in Washington urging the gov- 
ernment during the war of attrition 
to intensify and extend the deep- 
penetration bombings of Egypt. To 
strengthen his argument, he in- 
voked a presumed American under- 
standing for such a policy, to be 
revéaléed on further examination as a 
monumental misunderstanding. 

In an article published in The Je- 
rusalem Post in May 1981, President 


Chaim Herzog, then an MK, com- 
mented that the bombings had pre- 
Cipated the massive deployment of 
Soviet Sam air-defence missiles 
which downed 50 Israeli aircraft in 
the Yom Kippur War. 

At a decisive stage of the war in 
Lebanon, when criticism at home 
and abroad of Sharon's conduct cas- 
caded, Rabin, then a leading mem- 
ber of the opposition, felt compelied 
to encourage him to “tighten the 
Siege of Beirut and to enforce a 
Stricter ban on its water supply.” 
Three years later, Rabin, as Shar- 


. On’s successor in office, had to direct 


the evacuation of Israeli forces from 
Lebanon under the most adverse 
Circumstances. 


IN THE 40 years of Arab hostility, 
nothing has harmed Israel more 
than Sharon's hare-brained attempt

to eliminate the problem of the Pal- 
estinians by trying to outfiank it 
through his reckless campaign in 
Lebanon. Israe]’s failure to impose 
its will by military might caused it 
not only a severe political setback 
but damaged the prowess and pres- 
tige of its army. The Lebanese war, 
instead of removing the Palestinian 
problem from the agenda, lifted it to 

reater prominence and 
intractability. 

The collapse of the autonomy 
talks; the unsuccessful attempts at 
unfreezing the peace process; the 
growing weight of occupation; the 
irresponsible talk of transfer cou- 
pled with Sharon's move into Jeru- 
salem’s Moslem quarter; the ab- 
sence of a responsible Palestinian 
leadership prepared to negotiate a 
realistic settlement; the frustrated 
hopes of salvation by an ineffective 
and double-dealing Arafat -- all 


these combined to produce in the 
West Bank and Gaza a pile of dyna- 
mite that any incidental spark was 
likely to detonate. 

The killing of an Arab schoolgirl’ 
by rough-riding settlers in the Gaza 
Strip: the stabbing of a Jewish mer- 
chant in Gaza city; the rumour that 
an Israelj truck had deliberately 
rammed a Gazan taxi, killing four of 
its passengers, triggered the fuse of 
the brimful powder-keg. 

Demonstrations degenerated into 
riotous clashes with army patrols 
which, in an attempt to extricate 
themselves from the threatening 
crowd. opened fire, killing three 
demonstrators. This was the storm 
signal for the outbreak throughout 
the territories of violent manifesta- 
tions of suppressed rage, deep-seat- 
ed hatred and bitter despair. 


WHEN THE explosion occurred, 
the IDF command was startled, the 
minister of defence abroad, continu- 
ing his itinerary, and the govern- 
ment at a complete loss of compre- 
hension and competence. It 
fumbled while the wave of unrest 
was spreading. Inexperienced in 
charging threatening demonstra- 
tors, the army tried to disperse them 
by shooting at the ringleaders, with 
the result that the casualties. instead 
of deterring the stone-throwers and 
petrolbottle bombers, increased 
their audacity even more. 

Unprepared for the virulence, 
scope and continuance of: the riots, 
government and military experi- 
mented with a variety of measures 
to bring them under control. Appre- 
hensive that the Arab population 
had lost respect for the deterrent 
strength of the IDF's strong arm, 
they decided to reinforce it with ba- 
ton-wielding power. While initially 
concealing the practice. the defence 
minister eventually revealed the 
truth. 

The prime minister, in support of

his hard-pressed colleague, volun- 
teered the rather surprising explana- 
ction for the innovative policy of club 
and clobber. In his view the success- 
ful one-man glider suicide mission 
against a negligently guarded army 
camp had considerably reduced the 
Palestinians’ fear of the power of the 
army. 


While Shamir's reasoning gives, 


undeserved credit to the terrorist 
organizations, it reminds one of Be- 
gin’s explication of the need to 
launch the Lebanon campaign. He 
maintained that it was designed to 
recover the IDF's deterrent power, 
gravely impaired. so he believed. in 
the Yom Kippur. War. 


BEGIN AND SHAMIR, both mili- 
tant leaders of the wu ind, 
who practised the faith of their 
movement that unbridled force is 
the decisive factor in the attainment 
and preservation of national inde- 
pendence, never had much use for 
‘all the other elements vital to secure 
the existence of the nation: its stand- 
ing in the world, its appeal to the 
Jewish and the well being of 
its citizens. In their book. obstacles 
on the road are not patiently to be 
surmounted, but removed by force. 

Of course, Shamir would not go

Demjanjuk trial: Why 
paper-clips matter 


THE LONGER the Demjanjuk tri- 


al continues, the more intense be- | 


comes the criticism of its procedural 
niceties, its duration, and indeed of 
the very fact of the trial itself. 

Nearly all the critics profess to 
having humanistic and radical 
views. When one of the witnesses 
presented his arguments and sought 
to assail the authenticity of the 
Trawniki document — undoubtedly 
the key document in the triat — the 
questions focused on a discussion of 
types of paper clips. Those covering 
the trial sneered, launched a media 
festival over the paper clip and gave 
free rein to their satirical energies. 
They wanted to make the paper clip 
into the symbol of the banality of 
the trial. 

Other critics were scornful of the 
trial from the outset and sought to 
prevent it whether for statute-of- 
jimitations arguments or because 
Demjanjuk was only a “cog™ in the 
Nazi death machine. They also cited 
the prosecution witnesses’ memory 
difficulties. Some expressed fear 
that the trial would generate feelings

of revenge. while others thought

ἃ meticulous probe of his posturing? 
How was Israel supposed to respond 
when the U.S. authorities discov- 
ered after fair and lengthy legal pro- 
cedure extending through several 
judicial instances, the suspicion de- 
volving upon John the Good from 
Cleveland? Should a hit man have 
been dispatched to finish him off? Is 
that what the critics of the trial in 
Jerusalem want? No, it is inconceiv- 
able that this is that they desire, for 
they are guardians of the law, both 
national and international. It is un- 
imaginable that they would favour 
that particular solution. 

There was, of course, an addition- 
al possibility: to ignore this man and 
let John Demjanjuk — suspected of 
murdering hundreds of thousands of 
Jews — go free.

If so, how do they 
differ from Barbie’s lawyer, who 
asked, on the basis of these same 
grounds (statute of limitations, 
“cog” etc) that his client not be 
convicted? 

If the paper clip can indeed au- 
thenticate the Trawniki document, 
‘and if the Trawniki document can 
truly corroborate the version saying 
John Demjanjuk was in Treblinka 
and coid-bloodedly and even will- 
ingly murdered Janos Korczak’s 
whole orphanage, then the paper 
clip should be carefully and scrupu- 
lously examined, day and night, 
even if the trial has to be prolonged 
and even if it costs the Israeli tax- 


payer a few thousand more shekels. 

If this paper clip assists the de- 
fence and is instrumental in invali- 
dating the Trawniki document. and 
John Demjanjuk is acquitted, either 
fully or by being given the benefit of 
the doubt, then the enlightened 
world will know that “there be 
judges in Jerusalem™ and that Jew- 
ish judges, sons of the Holocaust 
generation, are capable of giviag 


even such a defendant the benefit of - 


the doubt. 

The trial presents us with unprec- 
edented challenges. If Demjanjuk 
murdered one person under the cir- 
cumstances of the Nazi regime, he 
deserves death; if he murdered sev- 
en — seven judgments of death; and 
hundreds of thousands of death.

Have the 
professional fighters for justice not 
studied the background to this trial? 
There is no reason why they should

not travel just one kilometre south 
of Binyenei Ha’uma, to Mt. Herzl, 
and from there turn right and walk 
down the — of memory of Yad 
Vashem. There they will find silent 
testimony to the deeds of the hun- 
dreds of thousands of Demjanjuks, 
of those cogs in the German murder 
industry, without whom the destruc- 
tion machinery could not have been 
run. . 

John Demjanjuk is considered a 
suspect and enjoys all the rights of 
any suspect. He is neither tortured 
nor starved; nor is he placed in soli- 
tary confinement. He is allowed on- 
going contact with his family. He is 
accorded all the benefits of Western 
judicial regulations. He stands be- 
fore a civilized, enlightened court 
that is deeply aware of its profes- 
sional commitment.

FEW HEBREW words are as f 
quently used in politics and as diffi- 
cult to define as hasbara. In fact, it 
means different things to different 
people — information, propaganda, 
presentation, commentary, explana- 
tion, to name but a few. To some 
Israelis it is the answer to almost 
everything; to others it is a waste of 
time, an exercise in futility. 

Be that as it may, every self-re- 
specting official institution in the 
country devotes much time and con- 
siderable manpower to ‘hasbara. 
Notwithstanding the stthantic dis- 
cussion which accompanies’ it, its 
“general purpose is really perfectly 
simaple: to make an ignorant and 
mostly unfriendly world accept that 
what we think and do is proper, 
reasonable and justified. == 

The logic of our positions is axi- 
omatic. If, after exposure to them, our 
interlocutor does not see the light, 
he is pitifully stupid or an incorrigi- 
ble anti-Semite. It goes without say- 
ing that we know not only what is 
best for us, but also what is best for 
others. Where we do not convince, 
poor Aasbara is at fault — besides, of 
course, the innate hostility of the 
world. : 

Regrettably, this is not written 
tongue-in-cheek. ad a few of our 
prominent politicians have now come 
to realize that hasbara is no antidote 
to the effects of grievous errors of 
judgment and mistaken policies. As 
Israeli diplomats with different 
backgrounds, styles and techniques 
found out the bard way over the 
years, there are things that aré just 
not hasbarable.” 


HARSH POLICIES are sometimes 
inevitable, albeit unpalatable. 
When that is the case, they should 
be carried out as speedily and quiet- 
ἐν as possible, without investing time 
and effort in trying to explain what, 
in all likelihood, will be denied com- 
prehension. The futile attempt in- 
creases the damage. As long as the 
object of critical reaction is not 
blown up out of proportion through 
unwarranted verbosity, chances are 
that the excitement will gradually 
subside; obstinate persistence in 
“explaining” it perpetuates it on the 
international agenda. 

All this presupposes, of course, 
that-the subject of inevitability is 
handled with the utmost discretion 
and is sparingly invoked. Hopefully, 
this need not be'a pious wish or an 
unrealistic hypothesis. 


Ignorance, but 
not hostility 


Lest there be any misunderstand- 
ing, hasbara has an important role 
to play, at least in the sense in which 
this writer interprets the term. it can 
be an invaluable means for ac- 
quainting a still largely ignorant -- 
rather than hostile — world with the 
fundamentals of our existence with 
what makes us tick, breathe and 
live. Why we are in the land of 
Israel, and not elsewhere; what we 
seek; why many have come, though 
other pastures may be greener, saf-

SOME MAY shrug their shoulders. 

With 
all respect, it is, over and above 
anything else. 

It is well-nigh impossible to ex- 
plain -- lehasbir — why a prominent 
member of the government needed 
a townhouse in the Moslem Quarter 
of the Old City.

Beating up civilians and breaking 
bones — and trying to “explain” it -- 
encourages them in their infamy. 
Still worse, it pulls the rug from 
under what hasbara, inspired by ing . 
tegrity and intelligence, can

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JORDAN'S CLASS serial is The Secret Army, 
which we had seen before on Israel. There are 
other indications of a lack of coordination in 
the planning on the two sides of the Jordan 
River, such as both running Are You Being 
Served. This has improved considerably of 
late. I must say that I understand why young 
Mr. Grace is so mean about money — I have 
never seen a department store with so few 
customers; it’s like the dream of every Israeli 
shopkeeper come true. : 

If the dove of peace should somehow elude 
the vigilance of the Arab and Israeli forces 
determined to keep the unattractive creature 
out of the Middle East, and should it somehow 
succeed in selling its silly ideas to us Semites, 1 
trust that the first result of its efforts will be 
better planning of TV programming. 

1 hope that I have not given the impression 
that Israel Television does not help us at all to 
live with reality. Far from it. Once we are not 
entirely dependent on it, we can find on it 
many good things, notably Paradise 
Postponed. 

Now that I am seeing this the second time 
around, and not in fits and starts, I am follow- 
ing the plot with consummate ease. One of the 
disadvantages of multiple choices of channels 
is that you often miss the opening 10 minutes 
of a film, as does an inveterate late arrival at 
the theatre. For instance, this week I wanted 
to see what happened to the deserter in the 
last few minutes of Secret Army on Jordan — as 
1 expected, the underground threw him to the 
Gestapo like a Russian in a sled throws his 
beloved to the wolves -- so I was 10 minutes 
late getting to Hitchcock. (I covered myself by 
putting it on tape but, when I could switch 
over, the show was well under way, and obvi- 
ously I could not take time off to look first at 
the tape.) 

So I had to guess the beginning and found, 
looking later at the tape, that I had guessed 
right and hadn't missed a thing. Paradise Post- 
poned was a different kettle of fish. Here, with 
all that baffling moving around of action in 
time, it’s hard enough to follow who's who and 
what's what when you give it your total 
attention. 

This must be one of the best serials ever 
made for television. The plot is subtle and 
fascinating, the characterization powerful, the 
direction and acting flawless. Here, too, as in 
The Forsyte Saga, great care has been taken 
with the comparatively minor parts, 

Educational Television ran a great four- 
parter-about Cairo when Rommel was pound- 
ing on the gates of Alamein. It finished last 
Friday. David Soul, that lovable Hutch, acted 
a sinister and terrifying Nazi to perfection. 

There are plenty of comedies on Israel and 
Jordan. So, one way or another, it is certainly 
possible to live with reality. 

I must end with a note of praise for the 
sportcasters: On Monday night, they showed 
us, with great pride, the Tyson-Holmes fight; 
they explained that they had got it by satellite. 
My admiration was somewhat dimished after 
finding out that they must have got it by 


satellite on Friday night. By the time they 
showed it, the fighters must have spent their 
prize money...

FRANTIC, FAR-OUT and funny 
may be a fair description of the 
Army Channel's Dori Ben-Ze'ev. It 
probably also helps to be what is 
called “young at heart" to keep up 
with the quick, surrealistic switches 
that frisk about Friday mornings on 
Sandalim. Ten minutes may be 
about my capacity for cardiac fool- 
ishness; still, it's quite something to 
plug in once in a while to these 
feverish goings on. 

Dori - it would be madness to call 
him Mr. Ben-Ze"ev — produces brief 
skits (I caught one about a woman 
trying on slacks in a boutique) and 
original lyrics. One of the latter was 
on the Singapore fiv, which fol- 
lowed a prose song of praise to the 
yen and the Japanese economy in 
general.

After about 20 such incredi- 
ble errors she was finally corrected 
by somebody, and thereafter pro- 
nounced her “Hoagie™ with a tone 
of great resentment. 

She then referred to the Ameri- 
can president's first wife as Jane 
Wayman — not the world’s most aw- 
ful error, but the programme is into 
this stuff as cultural history. 


AS LONG AS I'm into low criticism 
(much easier than political sniping), 
what about our top singing star, 
whose recent hit was all about “deja 
vous," as in “‘voulez-vous.” He 
should check out his French, or stick 
to Hebrew. 

It’s not a bad radio game, by the 
way,.to keep track of what happens 
to the deluge of foreign words when 
they crash into the great translitera- 
tion barrier. We have that new sau- 
sage. “Gooliver" (rhymes with 
Goose Liver): and not long ago we 
had Gideon Hod, one of the fastest 
tonsils in the sports wortd, referring 
to an Anglo-Saxon woman athlete 
whose name must bave been Heath- 
er; but it came out “Heat Her” 
(rhymes with “Beat Her"). And we 
recently welcomed our old friend,

nel’s programme on new Hebrew 
words has given us a Semitic alterna- 
tive to “condom.” Noting that nei- 
ther of the Hebrew Language Acad- 
emy's suggestions (mo'atof or 
cova’on) has caught on yet, a guest 
expert tossed into the ring — guynin. 
Which, as someone noted, has a 
nice Aramaic sound, although oth- 
ers were critical. 


ALL THE ABOVE maintains a 
careful distance from the events of 
the past weeks, which were certainly 
available on the radio. And isn’t it 
queer that we never hear, these 
days, that cheerful song made so 
popular years ago by a different po- 
litical situation, “The whole world’s 
against us/Never mind”?

The Tora portion for this week is 
Beshalah (Exodus 13:17-17:10). 


“FROM MOSES until Moses there 
was none like Moses.” says ἃ popu- 
lar adage. There is much truth ia 
this daring analogy between Moshe 
Rabenu and Rabenu Moshe [Mai- 
monides}]. Separated by almost 
2,500 years, both illuminate the 
world of Judaism: both were great 
legislators. leaders and teachers. 
They also have in common the 
+ amazing fact that they both flour- 
ished outside the Land of Israel. 

The first Moses poured his heart 
out in prayer (Deuteronomy 3:23), 
pleading with the Lord to let him 
“cross over and see the land.” but 
his plea was rejected. Maimonides. 
on the other hand, toured the coun- 
try for nine months but did not settle 
in it. Instead, he proceeded to make 
his home in Egypt. 

There is an obvious contradiction 
between Maimonides's preaching 
and his practice. 

Let us allow Maimonides himself 
to speak in his inimitable. precise 
and eloquent style. Here is what he 
says in his Code (The Book of 
Judges, Hilchot Meiachim, chapter 
1, par. 7): 


“It is permitted (for a Jew) to 
settle everywhere except in Egypt 
from the Great Sea to the west 
thereof, an area of 40) Persian 
miles. opposite Ethiopia and the 
wilderness. In all this territory it is 
forbidden to settle... Three times 
the Tora admonishes us oct to re- 
turn to Egypt, as it is said “You 
shall henceforth retum no more 
that way’ (Deut. 17:14); And thou 
shalt see it no more ibi 


28:68): ‘Ye shall see them again πὸ 
more forever’ (Exodus 14:13)." 
This clear-cut injunction presents 
a problem to commentators. “How 
can we reconcile this law.” asks the 
author of Hagakot Maimoniyot 
“with the fact of Jewish communi- 
ties actually existing in Egypt and 
with the fact that even the author 
himself settled there?” Another one 
of the long line of scholars who raise 
the question of Maimonides's set- 
tling in Egypt was R. David Ibn 
Zimra (Radbaz. 1479-1573). He was 
himself a distinguished leader of the 
Egyptian Jewish community, a suc- 
cessful merchant and an acclaimed 
teacher of Tora. According to him, 
the prohibition on returning to 
Egvpt pertains only to permanent 
settlement, and not to visiting for 
business or other short-term pur- 
poses. Jews who live in Egypt. says 
bn Zimra, came there intending to 
stay for a short while, but “got 
stuck" for reasons beyond their con- 
trol. The same holds true for Mai- 
monides. In his case, however, it 
must have been impossible for him 
to leave because of his high position 
as physician to the king. If it were 
not for the fact that Maimonides was 
“refused an exit visa.” he would 
have certainly gone back to Israel, 
as did Ibn Zimra, who states proud- 
lv that he himself “returned to Jeru- 
salem™ after his long stay in Egypt. 


THIS THESIS did not satisfy all of 
those who dealt with the issue in 
their commentaries and responsa. 
In a tengthy essay on the subject 
(“A New Light on the Rambam in 
Egypt.” Collected Writings, Vol. 4, 
pp. 180-196) my late father and 
teacher, Rabbi Mordechai Haco-

hen, quotes numerous sources to 
One 17th-century Polish rabbi, 
Shlomo Luria ), argued 
that the ban on living in Egypt ap- 
lies only when Israel is settled as ἃ 
people in its own land. It is then 
that we are enjoined from returning 
to the place where we were ¢n- 
slaved, but “now that we are scat- 
tered in exile and deprived of free- 
dom," what difference does it make 
where we live? Until the anticipated 
“ingathering” takes place, the 
whole world is for the Jews a kind of 
Egypt, the land of bondage. 


NO MATTER bow convincing the ar- 
guments justifying Maimonides’s 
stay in Egypt, they do not resolve 
the other side of the puzzle: his leav- 
ing the land of Israel after staying 
there for the greater part of a year. 
Not only did he not go on “‘aliya,” 
he also went on “yerida,” an act 
which he himself condemns in the 
strongest terms possible. 

Let us allow Maimonides to speak 
again: 


New building in an old tradition 


NILI PORTUGALI is non-reli- 
gious, of pure Ashkenazi descent 
and a woman. 

Normally, none of these things 
should be of concern, but they do 
make it al} the more interesting that 
her plan was chosen for the main 
Sephardi synagogue of Hadera. Por- 
tugali is quick to note that despite 
her apparent disqualifications, she, 
in fact. comes from an old Safad 
family and is very familiar with the 
beautiful old synagogues in the 
town. 

The Hadera synagogue is intend- 
ed to serve 400 to 450 worshippers, 
mostly of North African origin. It 
was this North African link which 
led the architect to look to what the 
Rambam (Maimonides), who him- 
self had lived in the Maghreb, said 
in connection with the planning of a 
house of worship. 

Following her research, she add- 
ed such elements as a courtyard, 
which the Rambam indicates can 
function as a transition from the sec- 

jar to the holy. 
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Haim Shapiro 


Other ‘elements of her design 
came as a result of talks with the 
gabbaim (sextons) of the syna- 

gues of Safad. Thus, her plans 
include four central pillars, said to 
represent the four matriarchs, divid- 
ing the synagogue into nine sections, 
symbolizing the nine months of 
pregnancy. 

It is true, she admits, that the 
women's section is relatively small, 
with room for only 100. in compari- 
son to some 300 in the men's sec- 
tion. But this, she said, was one of 
the specifications laid down by the 
planners. 

The synagogue plan, also com- 
prises many traditional architectural 
elements, leaving Portugali open to 
the charge that she is copying old 
styles irrespective of the advances of 
modern technology. She, however, 
sees the issue in a very different 
light. 


“PUTH PRAWER'O 


A student at the Center for Envi- 
ronmental Structure in Berkeley, 
headed by Christopher Alexander, 
she feels that there are architectural 
patterns, connected with what we 
would call “pleasant surroundings.” 
that transcend time. - 

For her, it is not a matter of copy- 
ing old buildings, but identifying 
patterns that make for a better envi- 
ronment. The criteria of architec- 
ture, she asserts, is how a human 
being feels in a place, not just its 
technical function. 

Thus, for example, the synagogue 
has deep windows, created in her 
plan with a double wall: “This gives 
honour to a window. It isn’t just a 


chole in the wall,” she says. 


Other such elements include the 
many arches, an upper domed lan- 
tern with coloured glass in the win- 
dows. a niche for memorial candles, 
a fountain in the courtyard, and a 
patterned tile floor. 

“All this is not nostology,” the 
architect says, “but the survival of 
qualities that are basically good.”

“It is forbidden to emigrate 
from Eretz Yisrael and go abroad, 
unless one goes to study Tora, or 
to marry a wife, or to rescue prop- 
erty from heathens and then re- 
tums to Eretz Yisrael. So too, one 
may leave on business. But one is 
forbidden to make one’s home 


WHEN ISRAELI JEWS talk 
about interfaith dialogue, they are 
usually referring to contact between 
Christians, generally from abroad, 
and non-Orthodox rabbis or schol- 
ars. The idea that either Orthodox 
rabbis or Moslem leaders might en- 
ter into some form of dialogue re- 
mains, for the most part, wishful 
thinking. 

Thus it is more than just surpris- 
ing that Rabbi Shlomo Riskin, the 
rabbi of Efrat, a West Bank settle- 
ment on the highway between Beth- 
lehem and Hebron, has entered into 
talks with some of the mukhtars of 


the neighbouring villages, the lead- ἢ 


ers whose role is both political and 
religious. 

Ttis true that in any case, Riskin is 
a surprising person. The charismatic 


leader of the thriving and successful § 


Lincoin Square Synagogue in New 
York, he gave up his position to 
come to Israel — incidentally, bring- 
‘ing with him a considerable number 
of his congregants. 


Since he has remained beardless 
and has a daughter in the army, 
Riskin also surprised at least some 
of the rabbinical establishment by 
being accredited as a town rabbi. 
And though he admits that he is 


unable to drive a car, or work a tape ἡ 


recorder, he is the director of the 
computerized Or Tora Institutions, 
which include a yeshiva high school, 
a high school for girls, and a college 
programme for men that comprises 
a rabbinical school and seminary for 
women. 
Tt is perhaps just as surprising that 
all these programmes, except those 
specifically designed for service 
abroad, include Arabic in the curric- 
ulum. He himself has only managed 
to lear a little Arabic as yet but is 
-hoping to take off several weeks for 
a concentrated course. 
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abroad, unless there is a famine in 
Eretz Yisrael so severe that a di- 
nar’s worth of wheat is selling at 
two dinar.” 

“But though one is permitted to 
emigrate (under such special ad- 
verse circumstances), if one does 
so, the .act is not in conformity 
with the law of saintliness. Re- 
member [Naonti's sons] Mahlon 
and Chilion! They were the two 
great men of their generation and 
they left the land of Israel at a time 
of great distress; nevertheless, 
they incurred thereby the penalty 
of extinction.” (Yad Ha-hazaka 
Code, Ibid.. par. 9). - 

Maimonides does not suffice with 
citing the law in this matter; to bol- 
ster his point he adds three more 
paragraphs based on rabbinic, apga- 
dic material. This is usually not done 
in a book which aims to serve as a 
practical code of law. The fact that 
Maimonides went out of his way to 
do so proves that more than merely 
stating the law moved him when it 
came to expressing his attitude to 
Eretz Yisrael and the importance of 
living there. Also the style of those 
following paragraphs testifies to the 
existential fervour with which they 
were written: 

“The greatest of our Sages 
used to kiss the rocks on the 
borders of Eretz Yisrael. 
They used to kiss the stones 
of the land and roll them- 
selves in its dust, as it is writ- 
ten: ‘For thy servants take 
pleasure in her stones, and 
love her dust’ (Psalms 
102:15).” 

Maimonides goes on to heap 
more praise on the Land and follow- 
ing this exuberant outburst he re- 


verts to Halactia again, stating the 
that: 
Ἐν “Ar all times one should 
live in Eretz Yisrael even in 8 
place the majority of whose 
ation is heathen, and 
not live outside Eretz Yisrael 
even in 8 Lacs the mniorny 
of whose population 1s Jew" 
ish; for Mets leaves Eretz 
Yisrael, it is as though he 
would worship idolatry. 

And yet he himse! lf did just that. 

How can we explain it? 

To say that Maimonides was 20 
“Zionist" and “did not believe in 
Eretz Yisrael” as the one and only 
country in which Jews should live, 
would seem in view of the above 
sheer folly. The supremacy of the 
land of Israel as a place to Live in. in 
compari with any “golden” or 
‘ultra-Orthodox suburb anywhere 
outside Israel, is beyond doubt. 

That Maimonides does not refer 
to some ideal, remote time, but to 
the bere-and-now is proved from 
laws he postulates in other, alto- 
gether different matters. when those 
relate to Eretz Yisrael (as for in- 
stance in his Code, Book of Acquisi- 
tion, Hilchot Avadim, ch. 8, pat. 9): 

“This rule." states Maimonides, 
“applies at all times, even ποῦν (viz. 
at the time of writing) when the 
Land of Israel is in the hand of the 
gentiles.”" 


MY. FATHER, Rabbi Mordechai 
Hacohen, of blessed memory. sug- 
gests the following original solution 
to our dilemma: 

Maimonides was of the opinion 
that the days of the Messiah were 
near, What it actually meant in bis 
view was the return of Jewish inde-

“IF JEWS AND Arabs share this

The situation in the West Bank 
arid Gaza, he said, was a “source of 
alarm and concern. It is evident that 
the continuation of occupation and 
oppression would bring loss to and 
inflict damage on all the parties, 
without exception. It would badly 
hurt American interests in the ΜΙά- 
die East. It deals a devastating blow. 
to our peace efforts at a time when 
we are looking for.a breakthrough." 


The Egyptian leader, who met 
Wednesday with Secretary of State 
George Shultz, said he hoped to dis- 
cuss with Reagan “certain ideas de- 
signed to‘generate ἃ new momen- 
tum and initiate movement. We 
realize that many governments are 


preoccupied this year with domestic - 


matters and national events. But 
history does not stop, and it is an 
absolute must that we continue to 
move forward to obtain our objec- 
tives. This is the crux of public 
responsibility.” 

He urged the U.S. to accelerate 
its own involvement in trying to re- 
vive the peace process. “In the past 
few weeks,” Mubarak said, “we no- 
ticed with satisfactioin that the U.S... 
under the leadership of President 
Reagan, has taken courageous steps 
in the right direction. This active 
role must continue for our mutual 
benefit. The risks involved here can- 
not be compared with the damage 
that is certain to result from inaction 
.and stagnation.” 

Writing yesterday in The Wash- 
ington Post, Hanna Siniora, the vis- 
iting editor of East Jerusalem's Al 
Fajr, said that Mubarak was “proba- 
bly the most qualified mediator” 
available to advance the peace 


process. 
On Wednesday, Siniora. joined 


by Gaza lawyer Fayes Abu Rahme. 
met with Shultz at the State 
Department. 

_ According to Siniora, the Egyp- 
tian leader “is one of the few influ- 
ential figures in the world who is on 
speaking terms with both the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization and 
the government of Israel. - 

“Never before have conditions 
for a settlement been as ripe as théy 
are now. Never before have we had 
an Arab mediator as acceptable as 
Mubarak is to all parties to the con- 
flict. Let us ask the international 
community to give support and as- 
sistance. Let the Arab world use 
Egypt in peace, just as in earlier 
periods it used that nation in war. 
And above all, let both Palestinians 
and Israelis temper their reactions 
as Mubarak persists, and invests his 
time. patience snd efforts in this 
cause. Peace is needed by all in the 
Middle: East, and we can achieve 
it.” 

Siniora said that Israeli public 
opinion must be influenced to ac- 
cept the emergence of a Palestinian 
state. “Thus,” he wrote, “the Israeli 
grass roots, the Israeli voter, has to 
be talked to, positively influenced. 
Such a campaign (of nonviolent re- 
sistance to the occupation) can do 
this, because it can also be a cam- 
paign the Is.aeli peace camp can 
join in through joint demonstra- 
tions,. sit-ins, meetings and other 
forms of nonviolent action.” 

Siniora lamented the failure of 
last year's effort to establish a dia- 
logue between moderate Palestin- 
ians and some younger Likud Party 
leaders. “A promising initiative 
within the second generation of Isra- 
el’s Likud Party toward working out 
some sort of accommodation was 
torpedoed.” he wrote.

Nor did Kafity approve of the 
changes. “Nobody is authorized to 
play with the Bible. The Scripture is 
not to be tampered with.” 

He noted that “Zion” and “‘Isra- 
el” appear in the Arabic prayer 
book used by the local Anglican 
Church. ““We don’t confuse the holy 
text with politics.” he said.

SYDNEY -- England captain Mike 
Gatting, breaking his vow of silence 
about the Pakistan tour controver- 
sy, has spoken out bluntly on arrival 
here for the bicentenary Test against 
Australia which begins here today. 

He said, “‘They’ve been cheating 
us for 37 years — and by us, I mean 
other teams as well as England. 'm 
sorry about what happened, but, in 
many ways, it's better that it all 
came out, so that things can be sort- 
ed out in the future.” 

Gatting seems to care little now 
about discretion and diplomacy. His 
comment about being cheated for 37 
years was the same as that of former 
Test player Tom Graveney, who 
was outspoken at the time of the 
Faisalabad crisis in early December. 

Asked whether the “cheating” 
claim would form part of the Test 
and County Cricket Board's official 
complaint to the Pakistan authori- 
ties, Gatting replied: “Yes, 1 would 
think it would.” 

He had earlier received backing 
for his complaint from an unexpect- 
ed source when the great Indian 
batsman Sunil Gavaskar said in a 
most candid comment penned for a 

[recent edition of the London Times 
that India had suffered for very very 
long at the hands of biased Pakistani 
umpires. 

Gatting’s latest outburst was sure 
to land him in bot water with the 
Test and County Cricket Board. 
The findings of the Pakistan Cricket 
Board's inquiry into the England 
tour were published nearly two 
weeks ago. England kept silent 
about the accusations contained in 
it, and tour manager Peter Lush 
said, “The Pakistan tour is finished 
and we want it buried.” 

Gatting was told privately to take 
care with any comments made about 
the tour and it was thought little, if 
any, reference would be made to it.

Could the Washington Redskins 
win for the second time this decade 
by succeeding at their single mis- 
sion: stopping Elway by hitting him 
right between the number? 

At the first few interview sessions, 
roughly two-thirds of the questions 
to members of both teams contained 
the word “Elway.” 

Elway and coaches Joe Gibbs of 
Washington and Dan Reeves of 
Denver, for example, were asked if 
the game will go as Elway goes. 
Both, of course. said “No”, al- 
though Gibbs qualified the negative 
by saying “we can’t stop him, but we 
have to contain him." 

Nonetheless, they noted that a 
contest between teams as closely 
matched as these two could turn on 
a play in which Elway isn’t involved. 

“A game can be decided by just 
one play, one turnover, one break,” 


Gibbs said. “We have some guys 
who may get on the field for just 
three or four plays. One of those 
plays could be the one that turns the 
game," Gibbs said. 

Redskins linebacker Monte Cole- 
man noted that Elway, a throwback 
to the old triple threat, is really a 
quadruple threat. He can run, 
throw, even punt — and if he does 
none of those, just causing defend- 
ers to think about it is a danger in its 
own right. 

“If we pay too much attention to 
him, somebody else will hurt us,” 
Coleman said. “We can all be look- 
ing at Elway and they can use their 
running game to shoot right by us.” 

Elway, named the league's Most 
Valuable Player this year, is still — 
after two straight AFC champion- 
ships -- the only instantly recogniz- 
able name on the Broncos. 

50. for two days, both Broncos 
and Redskins have been hit with 
Elway questions. Redskins were 
asked how they will stop him. Bron- 
cos were asked about playing with 
him, and whether they were jealous 
of all the attention he gets. 

Does he now consider himself the 
best quarterback in the draft class of 
1983 that also included Dan Mari- 
no? Is he tired of answering all these 
questions? Has he watched the re- 
run of last year’s Super Bowl, when 
the New York Giants scored 30 
points in the second half to beat 
Denver 39-20? 

“I never watch it all the way 
through,” he replied. 

“Why not?” 

“Because I don’t want to.”

HERNDON, Virginia (AP) -- Doug 
Williams is a survivor, and that's 
part of the reason he says he de- 
serves to be the first black quarter- 
back to lead a team into the Super 
Bowl. 

Williams, 32, will run the Wash- 
ington Redskins’ offense against the 
Broncos on Sunday. No other black 
quarterback has played, much less 
started, in an NFL championship 

6. 

It is a distinction that Williams 
said should have gone to James Har- 
ris or Joe Gilliam, who achieved 
fame before Williams did. 

But, when it comes to the curzent 
crop of black quarterbacks, such as 
Houston's Warzen Moon and Phiia- 
delphia's Randal! Cunningham, 
Williams claims he’s the one who 
warranted the first shot. 

“At this particular time, if any- 
body deserves it, I think I do,” Wil- 
liams said-after throwing two touch- 
down passes in a 17-10 victory cver 
Minnesota in the NFC title game. 

“TI feel like I struggled en- 
ough, he said. ‘After all. there are 
no James Hazrises and no Joe Gil- 
liams around any more. If anyone 
who's playing now deserves to be 
the first one, it should be me.” 

Williams said Harris, who played 
with the Los Angeles Rams in 1973- 
76, and Gilliam, who was with Pitts- 
burgh in 1972-75, paved the way for 
him to be accepted as a quarterback. 

“I never wanted to take the credit 
of being known es the first (success- 
ful) black quarterback, because of 
Harris and Giliiam,” Williams said. 


“They were the pioneers. They just 
opened the door for me.“ 

Wiiliams began his career in 1978 
with the Tampa Bay Buccaneers at a 
time when it was a common practice 
to convert black college quarter- 
backs into receivers or defensive 
backs. 

“I was 2 quarterback from high 
school through college,” he said. “i 
wasn't about to go to the pros and 
team a new position.” 

Williams Girected the Bucs to the 
NFC title game in 1979, in which the 
Los Angeles Rams deait Tampa Bay 
a 9-0 defeat. 

He compieted only nine of 26 
passes against the Vikings, but he 
knew that, unlike ot Tampa Bay, 
Washington's fortunes did not de- 
pend entirely upon his performance. 

“If you read the paper, you might 
say I didn’t play well, and I probably 
didn't,” he said. “But i didn’t get us 
beat. I didn’t turn the ball over, 1 
didn't get intercepied. 

“If I don’t get us best, we've got 
tac many Gther peopie who can win 
for us," ‘Williams said. “Ii wasn't 
that way with Tampa Bay. There, if 
Doug Williams didn’t do it, it didn’t 
get done.” 

Williams started the season as 
Washington's backup quarterback. 
and he almost missed a chance to g0 
to the Super Bow! altcgether. 

His name was often mentioned in 
a possible trade with the Raiders, 
but Coach Joe Gibbs finally decided 
to hold on to him. When regular 
quarterback Jay Schroeder got off to 
a poor start, Wiiliams got his 
chance.

Importance to unity as though it 
were a sufficient condition for suc- 
cess, and hence any criticism or di- 
vergent opinion is breaking ranks 
and betrayal — after all the Germans 
and Japanese were unified and were 
defeated, and Jerusalem was con- 
quered after a brief seige not be- 
cause of “baseless hatred" but be- 
cause of Roman might in 
suppressing all revolt without excep- 
tion. Today, unity means universal 
backing for a mistaken policy and 
marching together to calamity, 
whereas remedy and salvation are 
dependent on diversity ‘and criti- 
cism, thus a demonstration of popu- 
lar backing for annexation and 
“steadfastness” will impress no one 


. and will not detract from the de- 


mand that we withdraw. 

This faulty reasoning has been 
fostered by demogoguery. The lead- 
ership praises itself for its desire for 
peace and for a political accommo- 
dation when its intention is ἃ politi- 
cal solution that will recognize Israe- 
li control of the territories whose 
practical implication is annexation. 
This is a delusion. The leadership is 
extending the Arabs an invitation to 
negotiate on an agreement and at 
the same time the prime minister 
declares repeatedly that even after 
autonomy Israel will not give up any 
part of Eretz Yisrael. The leader- 
ship is expecting the miraculous ap- 
pearance of some kind of magic for- 
mula to which the Palestinians, 
Arabs and the worid wil] agree. In 
so doing, it bases its policy on unre- 
alistic hopes and a gamble -- a “Toto 
policy" at the national level. Any-

THERE IS also demogoguery in the 
perpetual refrain of our an fol- 


- lowing every mishap that “we have 


to explain,” as though the rest of the 
world were waiting to be enlight- 
ened by our words of wisdom. Any 
Opinion different from ours is 
termed lack of understanding. Per- 
haps it is we and our leaders who 
don’t understand. 

Any scrutiny of our problems is 
lambasted as defeatism, pessimism 
and undermining of the peopies’ 
fafth in itself — as though the ship of 
fools were not actually the canse of 
the erosion of our faith in ourselves. 
Everything is topsy-turvy. The at- 
tempt to prevent Israel's downfall 
and defeat is itself stigmatized as 
defeatism. Witlessness can no long- 
er be distinguished from the laud- 
able virtue of optimism. 

The claim that any criticism gives 
comfort to the enemy is no less de- 
mogogic. It only reveals a profound 
misunderstanding of how little the 
Arabs are in need of our advice or 
encouragement. They comprehend 
the situation and its potential per- 
fectly well, and their leadership is in 
no way inferior to ours. The Arabs 
have learnt a great deal from us, 
however, in the last few years. They 
have ceased to esteem our sagacity, 
and this gives them hope that they 
will indeed overcome vs. 

There is self-righteous blindness 
in the proposition that the problem 
is enhancing the quality of life for 
the Palestinians — as though that, 
and not the national problem, were 
their complaint. Bribery never suc- 
ceeded in propping up colonialism. 
No improvement in the quality of 
life will persuade the residents of the 
territories to agree to remain under 
our control. Neither will they accept 
an interim arrangement like autono- 
my without some statement of 
where it will lead. An Arab leader 
cannot start negotiating without 
some guarantee of ultimate success. 

We learnt this lesson at Camp Da- 
vid. Even the magic word “process” 
will not convince them unless we say 
where the process is going. It seems

interim agreement has tumed into a 
means for hoodwinking the Israelis 
= to accustom them gradually to the 
idea of a complete withdrawal; and 
perhaps that was the intention deep- 
down from the start. The same is 
true of the idea of “process” as a 
Manenver to entangle Israel in ἃ 
web of negotiation with no way out 
except withdrawl from the territo- 
ries, thus enabling our leaders to 
emerge unscathed. Have we really 
fallen so low? 

A separate agreement with Jor- 
dan is no longer possible. At the 
Amman summit, a resolution was 
passed with Hussein's approval, rul- 
ing out a separate agreement. Even 
before that, Hussein stated repeat- 
edly that he could not negotiate 
alone. Even so, Israeli spokesmen 
claimed to represent him better than 
he could himself. Support for Hus- 
sein has not been heard during the 
recent events in the territories. In 
the entire history of the falling-out 
between Jordan and the PLO, the 
Arab countries supported the PLO 
and compelled Hussein to recognize 
it as the representative of the Pales- 
tinian people. 

Tris not easy to compare the qual- 
δ οἱ Pepsi and ideology on 

sides. It is particularly difficult 

for ἃ person Tie myself, who be- 

longs to one camp and whose natu- 

ral tendency is to seek out and iden- 

tify weaknesses in the thought 

of the enemy — the Arabs 

and the Palestinians in this case, 

something with which I have been 
occupied for many years. 

True, on the Arab side, various 
strange ideologies have made their 
appearance. However, it seems to 
me that no ideology has appeared 
which is so shot through with the 
pronounced tendency to “‘subjectiv- 
ization of success factors” as that of 
our Revisionist movement. Τὶ en- 
deavoured to short-cut the path to 
statehood before the homeland had 
any firm base, unlike the central 
Zionist trend, which argued from 
realistic considerations that first and 
foremost, we had to invest our re- 
sources in establishing a homeland. 

Perhaps the objective factors ex- 
pressed by their vast numbers and 
the breadth of their lands has saved 
the Arabs thé need to resort to sub- 
jective factors as a guarantee of suc- 
cess, with all the distortion of reality 
that such resort involves. Indeed, 
the factor of “voluntarism” is found 
in their aationalist thinking. Howev- 
er, their tendency is davka to repre- 
sent theobjective factors guarantee- 
ing their success. It seems to me that 
the absence among them of an ideo- 
logical strain like the Revisionist 
Movement is to its advantage. 

In discussing the solution of the 
dispute, we should distinguish what 


. the sides are likely to accept, and 


what they will reject, because it is 
important for us to understand what 
are the limits of concessions we can 
expect from the Palestinians. Those 
Timits certainly will be influenced by 
negotiations and the pressure acti- 
vated on them, but they have mi- 
nimum demands that they will not 
give up. 

Their most basic demand is the 
recognition that the Palestinian na- 
tion constitutes a political entity 
whose collective existence de- 
serves political ion as a state. 
Afterward, that state could establish 
confederative connections with Jor- 
dan and accept limits, but neverthe- 
less at first it must be recognized as 
an independdent state. In the past, 
the Palestinians claimed that only 
they and not the Jews deserved a 
state. Meantime, some of their lead- 
ers have moved away from that posi- 
tion, but we can't expect them to 
agree that only the Jews should have 
a state while the Palestinian Arabs 
are eligible only for autonomy as a 
political body under the protection 
of Israel. That is to say that they will 
agree to autonomy as an interim 
stage on condition that in advance it 
is determined that the final solution 
will be independence. 

They proclaim steadfastness (su- 
mud) τὰ the demand for a Palestin- 
ian state and the battle for it shows 
their readinéss for many losses. We 
are proud of the self-sacrifice we 
displayed in the battle for our coun- 
try. We must recognize that we are 
not unique in that. 

It is natural that among ourselves, 
the cry for steadfasmess has ap- 
peared, meaning the refusal to with- 
draw and allow the creation of a 
Palestinian state. Here, there is 85- 
symetry that stands out: on our side, 
the claim is that there should not be 
a Palestinian state and on theirs, 
steadfastness means that there will 
be such a state, in principle along- 
side the state of Israel and at this 


- stage without demanding the end of 
Israel. 


Moreover, their documents re- 

τ the agreément to give guaran- 
τας to all the states in the Middle 
East, as an expression — not alto- 
gether satisfactory — of the intention 
to include Israel. The asymmetry of 
the Israeli and Palestinian .stands 
creates an inclination in the interna- 
tional arena to favour the Palestin- 


Opn 


ians. If the asymmetry persists, it is 
likely to result in more extreme 
stands on the part of Palestinians 
and other Arabs, a demand for an 
Arab state in all of Israel. Hence a 
symmeiry will develop: each side 
demanding that there be no state for 
the other, but only for itself. This is 
a hell to be avoided. 

Israei must learn'a lesson from the 
revolution in the world’s political 
thinking. In the past that thinking 
was “heroic’’; it proceeded from the 
determination of a goal. The last 
agreement between Reagan and 
Gorbachev turns its back on such 
thinking. Previously Reagan 
claimed there was no possibility of 
an agreement with the Soviets be- 
cause they would not honour it. But 
the two enemies have learmed that 
the danger inherent in non-accom- 
modation — the arms race, the bur- 
den, the disruptions — is greater than 
the danger of accommodation. A 
bad agreement is better than none at 
all. By its very existence, an agree: 
ment will give rise to elements that 
diminish distrust and create parties 
with vested interests in the perpetu- 
ation of the agreement, as night- 
mare memories of the previous situ- 
ation hover in‘ the background. 

‘That is significant for us. Certain- 
ly after an agreement there will be 
Arab elements interested in violat- 
ing it. But there will be others with 
no desire to return to the hell of the 
past. The negotiators will have to 
create facts and guarantees which 
make a return to hostilities difficult. 
Our control of the passage between 
the West Bank and Gaza will give us 
an important means of exerting 
pressure. And the international 
community will support the 
strengthening of the agreement. 

Israel faces a moment of truth, in 
the full sense of the word. My only 
message is this: Let us begin to think 
about our situation seriously. 1 am 
still optimistic about the possibility 
of an agreement. No one leaves the 
world with all his desires achieved; 
the same applies to the nations of 
the world, and to us. I have not 
come to preach. My only concer is 
how [5186] can achieve the best pos- 
sible results. In the past, Zionism 
accomplished so much with so litte, 
and developed a sophisticated diplo- 
macy. But we have undergone 2 
process of becoming stupid. 
We must rid ourselves of the 
ideology and the etlios which were 
at the base of this process. We must 
develop a vision of “the Zionism of 
quality” — and we have the prerequi- 
sites for that in the vast talent in this 
country — instead of a “Zionism of 
areas” and populism. We must de- 
velop an attitude of mature, healthy 


‘self-criticism, which will protect us 


from illusion and adventarism. Only 
in this way can we broaden the gen- 
eral pursuit of excellence — “Would 
that all the Lord’s le were 
prophets.” (Numbers 11:29.

But, as the 
same article reminds readers: “As 30 
years ahead of the country’s su- 
preme legislative body, he presided 
over acts of illegality committed be- 


fore his very eyes. Nobody says we 
should forget the names of Brezh- 
nev, Voroshilov and Kalinin...But 
do we have to give them posthu- 
mous honour.“ 

The naming of the Cheryomishki 
district after Brezhnev was particu- 
larly ironic, since the district was 
actually developed by Khrushchev. 
It was Khrushchev who supervized 
the design of the innumerable five- 
storey apartment blocks that are a 
prominent feature of the city, so 
that they could be built quickly to 
ease the desperate housing 
shortage.

Mitzna said he knew of only one 
case in which Palestinians had been 
taken from their homes and beaten, 
and in that instance he bad ordered 
the detainees released. 

He said press reports of beatings 
at a blood-stained wall in Ramaliah 
were based on hearsay, and that 
prisoners had been taken to the hid- 
den wall to avoid provoking distur- 
bances in the town square. “Maybe 
I could come to the conclusion that 
someone was beaten there unneces- 
sarily. But there were some cases 
where people sitting in that corner 
tried to escape.” -- 

“We the Israelis, as Jews, have a 
very sensitive conscience because 
brutality is against our way of think- 
ing and behaving.” Mitzna said. 

An Israeli crew-member of an 
American television network said 
yesterday that he bad seen detainees 
taken to the area of the wall tast 
week. He said he saw them slumped 
against the wall in apparent pain, 
before troops blocked his view with 
a command car. Later, he said, the 
detainees were hauled onto a com- 


mand car by soldiers. He filmed the 
fresh blood stains on the wall, 
showed them to IDF spokesman 
representatives who drove by, but 
they apparently failed to report the 
matter, he said. 

Police Minister Haim Bar-lev, 
touring Nablus yesterday, said there 
‘was no policy of beatings in the ter- 
Titories, only “use of reasonable 
force™ to subdue rioters. 

Bar-lev’s visit caused something 
of a stir. A stone was thrown at the 
police station at the Askar refugee 
camp as Bar-lev was inside, and 
troops fired in the air and chased 
through the alleys after the assail- 
ant. Earlier, troops used tear-gas to: 
disperse men who had gathered in 
the centre of Nablus when Bar-lev 
visited the area. 

In other West Bank areas, an Is- 
raeli bus which arrived to collect 
workers at the village of e-Lar near 
Tulkarm was burnt, after its driver 
was forced off the vehicle by the 
arsonists. Troops used tear-gas to 
break up 2 women's demonstration 
in Ramallah. ᾿ 

The village of Sa’ir was under cur- 
few, as was Beit Ur a-Tahta where 
residents have been confined to 
their homes for a week following 
disturbances. Shops were shuttered 
and intermittently forced open by 
troops in Ramallah. Nablus and 
Tulkarm.

At the dump. the officers alleged- 
ly pushed him and he hit his head on 
a stone. Abu-Yusef said they also 
told him to put his hands against the 
car while they kicked him in the 
stomach. After nearly an hour, they 
threw his identity card on the 
ground and drove off, leaving him 
lying there, he charged. 

Abu-Yusef was found to to have 
only external injuries to his leg and 
stomach, and an Ichilov Hospital 
doctor yesterday perscribed pain- 
killers and a week of rest. 
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WITHOUT MAKING much noise, 
Finance Minister Moshe Nissim and 
Governor of the Bank of Israel Mi- 
chael Bruno have increased the net 
tax burden on the Israeli public to 
record heights. 

Over the years, an optical illusion 
was created in fsrael. Tax rates were 
very high, so it seemed the tax bur- 
den was heavy. But the public got 
back large chunks of these taxes. in 
the form of food, mortgage and ex- 
port subsidies, and all kinds of al- 
lowances. 

Bruno and Nissim moderately re- 
duced the tax rate. But they also cut 
subsidies and grants to an all-time 
low. The result has been a steep 
increase in the net tax burden. In 
1984, the net tax burden was 22 per 
cent of the gross national product. 
Last year it rose to some 36 per cent. 
This means that the government 
took 36 agorot of every shekel's 
worth of production, but did not 
redistribute the money in the form 
of subsidies and allowances. 

This is even higher than the rates 
in force immediately after the Six 
Days. Yom Kippur and Lebanon 
Wars, when the government needed 
money to finance the wars. 


BRUNO aad Nissim had the cour- 
age to incur the wrath of some ot the 
most powerful pressure groups in 
the economy. Exporters are up in 
arms against the minister and the 
governor for having cut export in- 
centives. The Histadrut. whese 
power has lessened in the past sever- 
al years. not only cannot protect 
workers in the public sector, but 
also is no longer able to extract 
grants for Hevrat Ovdim companies 
or allowances for such bodies as Ku- 
pat Holim Clalit. 

The generul public has also paid a 
price. Prices for social services such 
as health and education have riser. 


_ The poor man’s tax burden 


and subsidies on basic commodities 
and mortgages have been cut. 

In almost all cases. this process 
has entailed price increases. But it 
did not trigger higher inflation, as 
happened in 1974, 1979 and 1984 
when similar price hikes were insti- 
tuted. The frozen exchange rate was 
a powerful anchor which prevented 
inflation from taking off. 

The economy underwent an oper- 
ation from 1985 to 1987. The frozen 
exchange rate was used as an anes- 
thetic and the emergency aid from 
the U.S. was the insurance that con- 
vinced the patient to undergo the 
dangerous surgery. 

The first stage included a large 
and unprecedented erosion in real 
wages, in some cases by as much as 
25 per cent. interest rates were also 
used as a tool. They were driven to 
record heights. so as to repress any 
economic activity which was based 
on credit and speculation. 

The Bank of Israel clearly over- 
shot the mark. Some healthy cells 
were also destroyed by this part of 
the operation. - 

Later, wages started going up, 
and the Treasury and the Bank of 
Israel started complaining bitterly. 
The public. however, found itself in 
a puzzling situation. Real wages 
went up to record levels, even high- 
er than in 1983. But still many fam- 
ilies felt they could not make ends 
meet. 

The explanation for this was sim- 
Pie. While wages went up, all kinds 
of fares, fees and payments for basic 
needs also rose. Even the reduction 
of tax rates in 1987 was only a partial 
relief. - 
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The steep increase in the effective 
tax burden imposed on the public 
was instrumental in helping the gov- 
ernment in closing the gap between 
spending and revenue. The govera- 
ment's deficit was 15 per cent of 
GNP in 1984, almost an intemation- 
al record. In 1986 and 1987, there 
were small surpluses, and the fore- 
cast for 1988 is a very small deficit, 


_ Gambling for peace 


THE SCENE: the casino ai the Cai- 
ro Hilton. Seated shoulder-io-shoui- 
der at the gambling tables are Israe- 
lis and high rollers from nearly all 
the countries in the region. Hostil- 
ities? They were left autside. like 
shoes at the entrance to a mosque. 

Gamblers are a strange fraternity. 
Around the black-jack table or 
watching the fall of the dice in a 
craps game, their attention is riveted 
to where Lady Luck is casting her 
favours. Ethnic. potiiicai and reli- 
gious differences fall temporarily by 
the wayside. to be picked up again 
after the game is over -- or perhaps 
to be permanently discarded. 

The unlucky gambler at the casino 
in the Cairo Hilton may be luckier 
than he thinks. Just as he’s about to 
get up from the table. having ex- 
hausted all his resources, someone 
who's done a littie better for himself 
throws him a chip. Outside in the 
street, the two men may be enemies: 
soldiers in opposing armies. But in- 
side the casino, they are brothers 
caught up in the breathless anticipa- 
tion of the turn of a card or the spin 
of a wheei. 


They may not know. each other's 
names; but they do know each oth- 
er's identities. 

Cairo is an extreme example, giv- 
en its geographic location. But walk 
into casinos anywhere else in the 
world, and the scene wil} repeat it- 
self. Something that Israelis and Ar- 
abs have in common is a gambling 
bug; an uncommonly strong desire 
to take risks. 


SO WHY NOT reduce the battle- 
fields and increase the gambling ta- 
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bles? The exercise could be benefi- 
cial on several counts. It could lead 
to the furtherance of co-existence 
through the creation of Arabd/Jewish 
gambling syndicates. And if the casi- 
fos were govermment-conivolled, 
the earnings could be siphoned off 
to benefit various Arab sociai-wel- 
fare projects within Israel proper 
and in the West Bank, not to men- 
tion the provision of much-needed 
funding for Israeli health and educa- 
tion projects. 

Gambling fever in Israel was aptly 
demonstrated some weeks ago in ἃ 
Sport Toto spree in which there 
were 25 million entries for a prize of 
less than $2 million. Although it was 
a record prize for Israel; it was small 


potatoes compared to lotteries and: 
football pools abroad. And yet look: 


at the attention it excited. 

Now suppose Israel built a half- 
dozen casinos in places like Hebron, 
Jerusalem, Mitzpe Ramon, Ofakim, 
Haifa and Rosh Pina. Imagine what 
this could do towards cutting down 
on violence and increasing the bal- 
ances in government cofférs. 

By using computers, casino out- 
lets could determine whether a per- 
son has a clean police and security 
record. and permit or deny admit- 
tance accordingly. What will be 
stronger, the urge to gamble or the 
urge to do violence? No doubt, 
some reader is already taking bets 
on that one. 

Casinos usually go hand-in-hand 
with hotel construction and the de- 
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velopment of resort facilities. This is 
a long-term process. Certain urgen- 
Ges requiring immediate attention 
are the riots in the territories and 
the sorry state of finances in the 
health and education systems. To 
combat these two problems as 
quickly as possible, it is essential to 
set up the first casino in an existing 
building, preferably in the Hebron 
area or in Jerusalem. 

True, there may be opposition 
from religious quarters to a casino in 
Jerusalem, but that would be a per- 
fect cxample of people in glass 
houses throwing stones. All the reli- 
gious neighbourhoods in Jerusalem, 
including Mea She’arim, are 
peted with lottery booths. Needless 
to say, they are well patronized, es- 
pecially on Monday and Thursday 
nights. = 

The only valid objection to a casi- 


no in Jerusalem, (dare the fact that + 
γ᾽ discotheques. 


‘there are alrea 
nightclubs, pubs and swimming 
pools, is that it might operate on the 
Sabbath. Casino legislation can easi- 
ly include a clause prohibiting casi- 
nos from being open on Sabbath or 
Jewish festivals. ~ 

Also,, it’s just possible that this 
writer may be wrong and that tour- 
ists and focals will not be caught up 
in a mad rush to patronize the casi- 
no. Better to be.cautious than sorry. 
Let Jerusalem serve as ἃ testing 
ground, with an initial investment in 
casino equipment that could be in- 
stalled in a disused factory in Givat 
Shaul. If gamblers flock there at 
night, the odds are that a casino will 
succeed anywhere in Israel. 

Are 
there any takers? 
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which is still lower than many indus- 
trialized countries in the West. 
The government's policies bad 
one other important result. In the 
past, optical illusions reigned su- 
preme in the economy. Prices did 
not reflect costs, but adminstrative 
decisions. Profits were not the result 
of efficiency. but of political clout, 
government grants and monopoly 


IT IS A measure of the naivete of 
the kibbutz movemeni that. despite 
the ideology of work aad —— 
support that ed its growth an 
scene it could. still delude itself 
about two basic facts of economic 
fife: It believed that getting its (col- 
jective).hands dirty on the farm, or 
y on the factory -floor. was 
good and desirable, but refused to 
soil itself by grubbing money togeth- 
er to finance those operations. 
Therefore. in a reverse form of 


noblesse oblige, it demanded that’ 


others provide it with the financial 
oxygen to keep going. For many 
years the kibburzim were allowed to 
prosper according to their own rules 
- mainly because they imposed 
those rules on the country at large 
through their numerous representa- 
tives in the Knesset and govern- 
ment. 

But let David Gabbai, legal advis- 
εἰ Of Hakibbutz Ha’artzi, take up 
the tale: “Until 1977, we (in the 
kibbutzim) thought that we didn’t 
have to worry about money. We 
could even lose money, in the cause 
of building up the Zionist enter- 
prise. For instance, we went into 
wheat, knowing from the outset that 
there would be losses, because we 
were told that that is what the coun- 
try needed. 

“From 1977 (when the Labous/ 
left hegemony was broken), we 
gradually came to understand that 
we have to worry about ourselves. 
This maturation has been a painful 
process, but today we are well-ad- 
vanced along the way to self-suffi- 
ciency. We have become an eco- 
nomic undertaking that has to raise 
resources for itself, without special 
assistance. 

“By the same token, ideological 
activity, such as the shlihim we send 


out, have to be funded from our ἔραν, δ᾽ «τ : Be 
Kibbutz prosperity -- Ayelet Hashahar’s guest bouse. 


own money.” 

It turns out that it is not onlv the 
government that has shut off the 
previously open tap to the kibbut- 
zim. The banking system, realizing 
that the government is no fonger 
prepared to pick up the tab as unde- 
clared lender of last resort to the 
kibbutz movements, has also got 
tough. It will no longer increase its 
exposure to the kibbutzim and, even 
if-it wanted to (which it doesn‘t), 
new Bank of Israel rules limit how 
much it can lend to any given bor- 
rower or group of borrowers. 

In light of all the foregoing, it 
should be clear why today the kib- 
butzim - both Hakibbutz Ha’artzi 
and the larger United Kibbutz 
Movement ~ are to be found in that 
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power. Wages were low. bun many 
payments were heavily subsidized. 
Monopolies were shielded from 
competition by protective walls. 

The wage increases in the past 
two years are part and parcel of the 
end of those optical illusions. Wages 
are high. but so are the payments 
that workers must make for govern- 
ment services.

DEALING WITH other distortions 
is currenty on Nissim's and Bruno’s 
agenda. Monpgpolies and cartels. 
such as Dubek, the fuel companies 
and Egged, are next in line. Re- 
forms are about to be implemented 
that would reduce their power. 
Plans have been made to encourage 
competition by lowering customs 
and tariffs. New factories have been 


established, which have ended the . 


virtual monopoly of Elite, and will 
‘end that of the Phoenicia Glass 
Works. 


The government has also taken 
aim on pension funds, as part of its 
plans to reform the capital market. 
For years the funds were under a 
government umbrella. They invest- 
ed 95 per cent of their funds in non 
tradable government protected 
bonds, which promised a yield of 6.3 
per cent. There was no risk, the 
yields were high, and there was no 
need to try to make profits. 


The economy suffered from these 
arrangements, Its rate of growth was 
much lower than 6 per cent, so the 
government commitment had less 
and less cover. In addition. the 
funds financed government spend- 
ing. rather than investment or morg- 
tages, so interest rates in the busi- 
ness sector remained high. 


Now the government wants pen- 
sion funds to invest more of their 
resources in the private market, and 
less in government bonds. it also 
wants ta lower the yield on the 
bonds. All this has aroused the 
funds’ anger. Given their powerful 
links to the Histadrut, there is a 
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capitalist den of iniquity. the stock 
exchange. Both of the umbrella 
groups have become large-scale is- 
suets of bonds; in 1987, Hakibburz 
Ha’artzi raised $70 million, with 
banks Hapoalim and Leumi happy 
to underwrite their borrowings from 
the general public, while this year 
they are looking for even more. 
“The government has pushed us 
into the capital market,” notes the 
red-headed Gabbai, universally 
known as “‘Gingi.” The government 
has also, through its own partial 
withdrawal from the capital market, 
left enough room for borrowers like 
Hakibburz Ha’artzi to raise funds — 
something that wasn’t possible until 


last year. But, having grasped the . 


principle that if you can’t beat, or at 
least squeeze, the capitalists. you 
had better join them in their own 
game, Hakibbutz Ha‘artzi is now 
looking beyond the local capital 
market. It wants to play in the big 
time, and that means tapping Amer- 
ican capital. 

Capital is not the only thing the 
kibbutzim need from the U.S. The 
process of learning economic reali- 
ties has also taught them to appreci- 
ate their own strengths and weak- 
nesses, and to exploit the former 
while looking for help on the latter. 

“Our comparative advantage is in 
the quality of the workforce in our 
plants. There are almost no hired 
personnel, only kibbutz members, 
-who have the education, motivation 
and ability to design and produce 
excellent products. often through 
original technology applications, 

“But we have no knowledge of 
marketing, and certainly not the 
know-how to break into the Ameri- 
can markets in order to export. To 
offset that, we realized that we 
needed to link up with indigenous 
American firms that would piovide 
us with the marketing support we 
lack, whether through partnership 
or other forms of relationship.”

‘The Bank of Israel is planning to 
allow commercial banks greater use 
of the billions of dollars they hold in 
“free” foreign currency deposits. 

These patab accounts, deposited 
by Jews abroad, olim, and exporters 
who receive foreign currency pay- 
ments, ee currently subject to strin- 
gent regulation as to how the 
be utilized. ahaa 

Ten per cent of the tota] must be 
deposited at the central bank, and a 
further 30 per cent must be Tedepos- 
ited at a limited group of “first 
class" foreign banks. as defined by 
the Bank of Israel. 

Although the remainder is theo- 
retically available for lending to cus- 
tomers, in practice there are volume 
limits for the total amount of foreign 
currency loans to Israeli firms and 
individuals, imposed by the Bank of 
Israel. This means that most of the 
60 percent is also redeposited 
abroad and the banks earn very nar- 
tow profit margins on this money.

Interest rates on short-term bank

In both the business and house- 
hold sectors, longer-term credit can 
be linked either to the Consumer 
Price Index or the dollar, while 
shorter-term unlinked credit is

However, Discount and most of 
the other banks are fighting a tough 
battle against the fact that cost of 
Bank Leumi's loans to borrowers, 
both in unlinked shekels and linked 
to the dollar, is the cheapest avail- 
able.

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Judges in the dock 


THE SHOCK. occasioned by this week's official disclosure 
that three Jower court judges are due to stand trial on charges 
of breach of trust, which is a criminal offence, and that three 
more may be brought before a disciplinary hearing, is in itself a 
Hien to the high reputation for incorruptibility of Israel’s 
judges. 

That is an aspect of the country’s democracy which does it 
proud indeed, even in comparison with older and more estab- 
lished democratic polities. Americans, for example, would 
hardly be surprised to learn that a judge at high state level had 
been found guilty of rank corruption, or that fresh evidence 
had been uncovered of Mafia influence on even the federal 
bench. Yet in all of Israel’s nearly 40 years as a state, until 
now, only one single judge has been put in the dock, only 
to be cleared of all charges in the end. 

The quality of the decisions handed down by Israeli civil 
judges is widely supposed to be determined by the rules of 
natural justice, by state laws and by judicial precedents, to the 
exclusion of any other consideration. Judges must spurn any 
outside inducement to stray from the strict logic of the law. 
They must be above suspicion of partiality. 

Such a strict upholding of legal standards transcends what is 
expected of ordinary citizens, even of Jawyers, dayanim and 
court clerks. It has thus come as no great surprise that the 
investigative trail which led to the three suspected judges 
originated elsewhere. The trail led through some clerks of the 
judges’ own courts, who may themselves stand trial, and 
started with a number of heads of religious educational institu- 
tions and officials of the Ministry of Education who are 
suspected of offering bribes. ᾿ 

No amount of wrongdoing by anyone else will, however, 
serve as an excuse for an errant judge, regardless of his or her 
place in the hierarchy. The responsibility of the lower court 
judges, who handle most of the cases in the. system, is in fact 
the highest, for it is their conduct and the degree of their 
impartiality, that largely determines the people's faith in the 
entire judicial system. - 

A city magistrate or a traffic court judge who, no matter 
how innocent his intent, receives under-the-table favours 
or Jistens to special out-of-court pleas meant to affect his or her 
judgment, is thus a clear and present danger to the republic. 

With the burden of responsibility for the salvation of Israel’s 
soul thus squarely placed on the frail shoulders of a small band 
of overworked, underpaid and, to put it mildly, not extrava- 
gantly honoured lower court judges, another obvious point 
should be made: that, but for the seemingly selfless dedication 
of these judges to their vocation, Israel's court system would 
by now have utterly collapsed. The marvel indeed is that it has 
not, and that not more lower court judges have yielded to 
temptation. ἢ 

The conditions under which the judges bravely process their 
cases and reach their decisions are Israel's shame. They recall, 
as the chairman of the Israel Bar’s criminal cases committee 
has observed, the 19th century, and they. involve the handling 
by some magistrates of 200 cases at a time.

But, at least, there is no more of 
the exhortation to “break bones.” 
Instead, a humanitarian pitch: the 
replacement of lethal with non-le- 
thal: methods to disperse riots. 
“There is no such thing as beatings 
for beatings’ sake, or beating as 
punishment.” Unfortunately, the 
blood-spattered wall im the vacant 
fot off Manara Square in Ramallah, 
where “the red stains and fresh 
blood on the ground were chilling 
evidence of the IDF's beating poli- 
cy, pursued here safely out of sight 
of pedestrians and motorists on the 
main street” (The Jerusalem Post, 
Jan. 25) tells a different story. 
Justice Landau once wrote that a 
black flag waves above a manifestly 
illegal order as a warning — “Forbid- 
den!” -- proclaiming an “illegality 
that pierces the eye and revolts the 
heart, if the eye is not blind and the 
heart is not sealed or corrupted.”

IT IS only about half a year since the 
majority of the Eban sub-committee 
placed the onus of ministerial re- 
sponsibility on Rabin for his part in 
the Pollard affair. For over 15 
months, while Rabin was defence 
minister, massive amounts of infor- 
mation were being received from 
what should have been regarded as ἃ 


major American intelligence 
source. Again, a black flag, with the 
waming message, “Forbidden!” 

With his military background, 
Rabin could hardly plead inno- 
cence. Instead, he dealt with the 
committee's report with ions 
of contempt. To this day, has he 
evinced any signs of remorse? 

Upon what meat doth this, our 
Caesar, feed, that he is grown so 
great? 

Doubts about Rabin's capability 
to function under pressure were 
raised as early as 1974 when his ap- 
pointment as prime minister was be- 
ing considered. In an extraordinary 
act, Ezer Weizman, who had served 
under Rabin as chief of operations, 
went to Golda Meir to wam her 
against accepting Rabin as her 
successor. 

In retrospect. the incident ap- 
pears a harbinger of things to come 
in Rabin’s role as defence minister 
in the national unity government. 

Dr. Nathan Yanai, chairman of 
Haifa Uiversity’s Department of Is- 
tae] Studies, tells the story in his 
scholarly study, Party Leadership 
in Israel; “...personal loyalties 
forged in the army did seem to carry 
certain weight even across party 
lines. A case in point was the public 
exchange between Sharon and 
Weizman over Rabin's suitability as 

rime minister. Weizman disclosed 
information about Rabin’s state 
of health prior to the Six Day 
War, and Sharon castigated him for 
doing so, or for questioning Rabin's 
fitness. As chief of staff, Rabin had 
cleared the way for Sharon’s ad- 
vancement in the army.” As prime 
minister, Rabin appointed Sharon 
his personal adviser on terrorism. 

The present avalanche of criticism 
in the international arena and the 
world Jewish community is likely to 
snowball. Its effect on future Ameri- 
can policy could be severe. 

In the unpleasantness prior to the 
elections in 1977, Rabin stepped 
aside, proving that he was capabale 
of placing the national interest 
above personal ambition. A similar 
sacrifice is demanded of him today. 
A minister of defence identified 
with a spy operation by an Ameri- 
can Jew in the heart of the Ameri- 
can intelligence community, and 
with a policy of beatings in the terri- 
tories is a national liability Israel 
cannot afford.

ARAB SOLUTION 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — As one who was born and 
yaised in an Arab country and who 
since making aliya has been working 
with Arabs, I would like to tell 
Reuven Hammer (January 20) and 
those who think like him that they 
simply do not understand Arab 
aspirations. 

The Middle East problem is not 
like the problem of the American 
blacks. American blacks want equal- 
ity with American whites; they do 
not want to destroy the “white gov- 
ernment” and the U.S. Constitution 
and set up a new black republic. 

This is not the situation here. All 
Arabs, even the moderate ones with 
whom I .come into daily: contact, 
want to replace Israel by an Arab 
Palestinian state. The question is 
only one of method. The moderates 
have now adopted the piecemeal 
method for the dismemberment of 
the Jewish state. They want Israel to 
withdraw to the 1967 borders as 
stage one; to the 1947 borders as 
stage two; and then to replace it 
completely with an Arab state where 
they claim they will permit Jews to 
be a tolerated minority. Professor 
Hammer should therefore be 
addressing himself to this issue.

this year would not be allowed to 
stand in the way of a fresh peace 
initiative whose immediate objec- 
tive would be to bridge the differ- 
ences between Shamir and Hussein. 

Rubinstein was ied to tell 
Shamir that Shultz had decided to 
try to take the prime minister's 
agreement in October to a Soviet- 
American summit call for talks “one 
step further,” and thus to try and 
walk the narrow line between the 
prime minister and the Jordanian 
king. 
The format of talks contemplated 
by Shultz bears close resemblance to 
Mubarak’s for preparatory 
talks leading up to an international 
conference. In Shultz's version, the 
“preparatory” foram is the final 
one. Syria and Lebanon would also 
be invited to join the talks. 

The “acceleration” in the interim 
settlement refers both to the time 
element in the autonomy proposals 
and to the possibility of an interim 
arrangement in stages. 

“Shortening” the time element as 
proposed by Shamir means that the 
“transition period” between the es- 
tablishment of the self-governing 
authority and the settlement of the 
final status of the territories would 
be shortened from five years to 
three or four and that the negotia- 
tions on the final status of the terri- 
tories would start earlier than envis- 
aged in the Camp David accords. 

Another avenue, apparently pro- 
posed by Shultz, relates to the possi- 
bility of what was dubbed in Jerusa- 
lem an “interim-interim™ solution 
yesterday. This proposal relates to 
the possibility of self-rule being im-

being unilateral Israeli moves and 
the carrying out of less problematic 
arrangements.
